Village funds financing survey 
to determine local hospital need 


A survey of Wheeling residents de- 


signed to determine the need for a full- 
service hospital in Ihc area Is being fl- 
minced by village funds. 


The survey, being conducted for a 


group of unnamed developers, will be 
used to determine If there I* a need In 
Wheeling for a 200 to 430-bcd hospital. It 
was collated, stapled, folded and stuffed 
by vllalgc employes, and will be mailed 
with village postage funds. 


Vlllngo Mgr. George Passolt said the 


cost for these S..1IG survorys will prob- 
ably run $600, not Including the cost of 
labor by village employes. Several vil- 
lage office employes have worked at 
length on the survey. 


PASSOLT SAID Village Prcs. Ted C. 


Scanton and Trustee William Hcin re- 
quested that the survey be handled by 


(he village a ucck or two ago. He said he 
thought the expenditure was appropriate 
because it would encourage the devel- 
opment of a hospital which would benefit 
ail residents. 


"I think you've got to do something to 


encourage people to come in, and If this 
is what they need, we'll be willing to 
bear part of the cost," Passolt said. "I 
don't think there's anything wrong with 
spending a few bucks to get a hospital in 
Ihc village. As a matter of fact, I think 
It's a very worthwhile expenditure." 


Trustee Don Jackson, chairman of (ho 


finance committee, said he had not been 
Informed of the expenditure. "I think 
something like that should have been 
brought up before the board and dis- 
cussed before expending that amount," 
he said. 


Jackson said he would look into the 


matter, noting that he was not aware of 
the format of the survey or its exact pur- 
pose. 


TUUSTEE William Hein, said, how- 


ever, he sow nothing wrong with the ex- 
penditure for n survey for the devel- 
opers. He said he understood that the 
funds would come out of Scanlon's ex- 
penses, and therefore would not require 
any consideration by the village board. 


"It's the president's project. If the 


president wishes to allocate a survey out 
of 
his expenditure, that's his pre- 


rogative," ho said. "If the president 
wishes tills to happen, that's fine with 
me." 


Passolt, however, said the money 


would probably be allocated out of the 


Backlog delays some village projects

Numerous village projects have been 


left 
In limbo because Village 
Mgr. 


George Passolt said he has a backlog of 
work that lias delayed consideration of 
these Items. 


For example, Wheeling officials arc 


behind schedule In keeping promises 
made to village employes during the 
spring wage and salary negotiations. 


Among the promised Items still not 


completed arc the publication of the em- 
ploye handbook, tho revaluation of alt 
job classifications and the passage of a 
career employe ordinance. Passolt said 
he Is working on all of these Items, but 
has been busy with other, more pressing, 
vlllago business. 


ACCORDING TO negotiation agree- 


monli this spring, the employe handbook 
w.-ii to be completed In 45 days, and the 
revaluation of jab classifications was to 
be completed before Nov. 1. There was 
no time limit placed on the career cm- 
pb}c ordinance, although work was to 
bcaln Immediately.

bcr of more urgent matters that required 
his attention. In fact, the negotiation 
promises arc not the only matters that 
have fallen way behind schedule. 


For example, the two-month pilot pro- 


gram designed to test the use of plastic 
garbage- bags has been In effect for eight 
months now. Passolt estimated the vil- 
lage has spent about fl.BOO in providing 
free garbage bags to Meadowbrook area 
residents while continuing the pilot pro- 
gram. He said he is hoping to have time 
to evaluate the program shortly, so the 
village board can decide whether to 
make it a village-wide program. 


Likewise, Passolt has not been able to 


compile statistics on the operation of the 
village bus since February. Once again, 
the manager said he has not had time to 
devote to the matter. 


Other matters, like the effect of the 


two-year limit on village zoning, have 
also not been reviewed by the manager 
because of lack of time. 


Passolt said such delays are not un- 


common in village government. "This 
seems to be common for managers to be 
in crisis operat!on,"he said. "There arc 
things that come up that 'are emergency 
items." 


THE MANAGER said he is beginning 


to think that it may be necessary to in- 
crease the village staff, although he said 
he is not happy about the prospect. He 
said the village has managed to handle 
all critical matters, but said the de- 
mands on his time in the past six months 
"just seem to be fierce." 


During the summer, Passolt noted that

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U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wald- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed Immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldhelm acted less than three 


hours after the U.N< Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-fire 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powep from serving on the 
emergency forpes. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation 
that 


would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdel Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil and give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


was non-commital in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council are United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austia- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before^ p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there are no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to Uie unilateral introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable uf an- 
nihilating humanity. We, botli of us, 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possiblity the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "en 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

"I had no idea how high up they were, 


or how fast they were moving," he said.

Counterfeit bills surfacing 
in suburbs: Secret Service

A smattering of phony $10 and $20 bills have turned up In 


the Northwest suburbs, but there is no evidence the bills arc 
being passed or printed here, a Secret Service agent said 
yesterday. 


"The bills are being passed on the West and Southwest 


sides of Chicago " said Richard Jordan, special agent in 
charge. "The ones showing up in the suburbs arc just 
.strnjs." Jordan said thu bills have been passed for several 
months, but there has been an increase in the last few weeks. 


The Suburban Bank of Hoffman Estates yesterday reported 


finding a $10 counterfeit bill, the second to be discovered In 
Hoffman Estates. Some of the bills- have been found In Arling- 
ton Heights, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove Village, Wheeling 
and Buffalo Grove. The bills have also surfaced in Highland 
Park arxl Glcnvicw. 


JORDAN SAID the Secret Service has not yet uncovered 


the .source of the fake bills. "We're still working on that," he 
said. "We don't know if they arc from one source or not. It 
cculd be the notes arc being printed in Chicago and another 
group is printing them in Cleveland for example." 


In August, the Secret Service seized $26-1,000 worth of the 


$10 and $20 bills on the North Side of Chicago, Jordan said. 


What were the lights in sky? 


"It was somebody who was selling them. It's like narcotics. 
Someone will sell a big bundle for about 25 per cent of their 
worth. Then whoever buys it, will divide into small bundles 
and sell it to people who pass the bills." 


Jordan said the Secret Service has arrested several per- 


sons, none from the Northwest suburbs, who were "pretty 
deeply Involved" in the bill passing. 


THE SECRET SERVICE also has received reports of phony 


$5. $50 and $100 bills, Jordan said, but the $10 and $20 bills 
have been predominant. 


"Wo recommend that people always look at their money 


when they receive it," Jordan said. "They can tell if it's count- 
erfeit by looking at the portrait and comparing It to the por- 
trait on a genuine bill. The portraits on the counterfeit are 
very flat and dull and do not have the life-like Impression the 
genuine bills do." 


The Secret Service can identify the bills by series and plate 


numbers, but Jordan said the counterfeiters keep changing 
the numbers "so they won't get caught." 


Jordan said the U.S. Department of the Treasury has a list 


of descriptions of counterfeit notes currently circulating in 
the Chicago area that will be furnished on request. Anyone 
with questions about counterfeit bills can call the Secret Ser- 
vice at 353-5431.

Sccvcrs said however, he "could not un- 
derstand what the scries of lights might 
have been." 


"I don't think the people who saw It 


should panic, though," he said. 


WHILE THE DCS Plnlncs vision may 


or may not have been Mars, Venus found 
new admirers in Schaumburg. At least 
Sccvcrs believes a shimmering light that 
kept residents peering al the night sky 
for a week really Is the planet Venus. 


The light was spotted first by Andy 


Pullaro, H10 Amhcrst Dr., Schaumburg, 
when he arrived home from work Oct. 
1(1. Queen of the southwest skies, the 
light was "brlghcr than the brightest 
stars," said Pullaro, and while the stars 
moved across the horizon, the light ap- 
peared to remain in the same spot. Then, 
almost on a schedule, the light moved 
west and then turned south, travelling 
quickly In comparison to stars. It turned 
red just before disappearing, he said. 


Pullaro hesitated to ca'I his light a 


UFO, and declined to report it to police. 
He did not wish to be known as a crack- 
pot, he said. 


BY WEDNESDAY Pullaro hod con- 


vinced an airline pilot and a teacher to 
join him and his family In studying the 
light. None of them believed it a star, 
and they were certain it was not an air- 
plane, he said. 


Noting the light's position in the sky 


and its timing in disappearing over the 


> horizon, Secvcrs said the light was defl- 
' nltely Venus. The shimmering effect re- 
sulted from changing temperatures at 
nightfall. The reddish color before dis- 
appearance is caused by dust particles in 
air closer to the horizon which filter out 
blue light, leaving only red, he said. 


For skywatchcrs out tonight, Seevers 


promised a special treat. 


Skylab, a man-made spacecraft, will 


be visible at Its best tonight, said Sec- 
vers. It will rise over the southwest hori- 
zon at 7:22 p.m., move to the northeast 
and be visible for seven minutes and two 


seconds as it passes almost directly over- 
head. Tomorrow, It will appear at 6:33 
p.m., and be visible for nearly seven 
minutes as it passes over from southwest 
to northeast about 66 degrees up from 
the horizon. 


Skylab will have a light magnitude of 


one, making its brightness about mid- 
way between the brightest and dimmest 
stars.

Biggest military alert since 1962 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Nixon ordered n precautionary general 
alert for all 2.3 million members of the 
U. S. armed forces Thursday in an 
apparently successful attempt to head off 
a unilateral introduction of Soviet troops 
to the Middle East. 


"It looks like the President has 


achieved what he wanted," one adminis- 
tration source said. 


U. S. officials said the alert was still in 


effect, and was not likely to be lifted un- 
til there were positive indications that 


the Soviet Union had called off an alert 
of some of its own ground forces. 
Sources said a gradual casing of the 
U. S. alert might begin today. 


Military officials described the alert, 


ordered shortly after midnight Thursday, 
as the most widespread they could recall 
since the 1962 Cuban missile crisis. 


The purpose for such a widespread 


alert, sources said, was to make sure the 
Soviet Union understood the United 
States "really meant business" In saying 
it could not tolerate having the troops of 


either of the two superpowers stationed 
in the Middle East. 


Sleeping soldiers, Air Force crews and 


Air National Guardsmen were awakened 
in the predawn hours and ordered to re- 
port to their stations. In Germany, the 
GIs said their alert orders Included rais- 
ing anti aircraft missiles into firing posi- 
tions. 


The Strategic Air Command SAC 


placed nuclear bomber crows on alert 
and recalled some 50 B52 bombers, sta- 
tioned on Guam as part of the U. S. force 


Nixon drops TV talk again 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon postponed a Wa- 


tergate report to the nation Thursday for the second con- 
secutive day because of what the White House described as 
his almost total absorption with the Middle East. 


A televised news conference from the White House East 


Room, originally scheduled for 8 p.m. Thursday, was put off 
until an unspecified time today. Nixon previously had can- 
celled plans for a nationwide address on Watergate Wednes- 
day night. 


Both had been almost certain to deal largely with an im- 


peachment Inquiry in the House and Nixon's firing of special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren, meeting report- 


ers only briefly during a morning of hectic activity at the 
White House, said Nixon had been spending virtually all his 
time directing diplomatic efforts to halt the Middle East 
fighting and avert possible Soviet troop Involvement. 


Both White House officials and Secretary of State Kissinger 


denied any suggestion that Nixon ordered a precautionary 
U.S. military alert to divert public attention away from Wa- 
tergate. 


Kissinger said such suggestions were "a symptom of what 


Is happening In our country." He said all of Nixon's advisers 
were unanimous in recommending that he order the alert. 
. Kissinger seemed Irritated by a question whether he could 
provide more information to "help convince people that there 
is solid basis" for ordering the alert." He replied in part that 
there had to be confidence that officials "are not playing with 
the lives of American people." 


But Kissinger conceded that U.S. domestic preoccupation 


with Watergate might have inspired the Soviet Troop threat. 
"One cannot have a crisis of authority for a period of months 
without paying a price," he said. 
More pressure to 
name prosecutor 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Republican pressure on President 


Nixon to name a special prosecutor in the Watergate case 
intensified Thursday with a majority of House GOP members 
demanding a successor to Archibald Cox. 


After three White House aides briefed a private party 


caucus, House Republican Leader Gerald Ford said "the ma- 
jority of the members felt there should be re-establishment of 
a special prosecutor's office." 


The House move came one day after the Senate Republican 


leadership unanimously urged Nixon to name a new special 
prosecutor without delay. 


Despite overwhelming congressional support for a new 


prosecutor, a party-lino division surfaced under whose Juris- 
diction he should serve — Republicans urging Nixon to name 
a special prosecutor and put him, like Cox, in the executive 
branch, and Democrats pushing a bill that would put the 
prosecutor under the authority of U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


Legislation creating the position under Sirica was readied 


for Introduction in the Senate Friday. 


One senator — Florida Republican Edward Gurney — said 


he recommended in a letter to Nixon that the best choice, In 
terms of restoring public confidence, would be former Attor- 
ney General Elliot Richardson, who resigned over the firing 
of Cox. 


MEANWHILE, the House Judiciary Committee began 


splitting along party lines Thursday over an impeachment 
inquiry, with Republicans accusing the chairman, of making 
arbitrary and partisan decisions.

Ask court to hold 
Watergate records 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Assistant Attorney General Henry 


E. Peterson and the Watergate special prosecution force 
asked U. S. District Court Thursday to take custody of the 
task force's records. 


The'five-page motion said the responsibility for the security 


of the materials was "uncertain" in the light of President 
Nixon's firing of special prosecutor Archibald Cox last Satur- 
day night. They asked Chief Judge John J. Sirica to declare 
all grand Jury transcripts, exhibits, writings, memoranda, 
notes and other flies to be In his custody. 


Except for personal papers, only those attorneys employed 


by the task force prior to Cox' dismissal could remove mate- 
rials and only for the purpose of legal proceedings, inter- 
viewing witnesses or "otherwise discharging their official 
duties." 


The proposed order requested the same privilege for Peter- 


sen, who has resumed jurisdiction over the Watergate in- 
vestigation. 


"At approximately 8:30 p.m. Saturday," the motion said, 


"within a few minutes after the White House announcement 
of the events described in the preceding paragraphs, agents 
of the FBI acting on direct instructions of the White House 
'sealed' the offices of the Watergate special prosecution force, 
as well as of the attorney general and the deputy attorney 
general. These agents superseded the security arrangements 
which had theretofore been enforced." 


The motion said the FBI was withdrawn Sunday and the 


U.S. marshals which replaced them were withdrawn Monday 
night. Security arrangements now are being provided by the 
Federal Protection Service of the General Services Admlnis- 
tratlon.

Food industry kept most of it 
Farm prices down, but... 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Food retailers 


and processors last month passed on to 
consumers only $24 of a potential $95 
drop In the annual rate cost of a typical 
food market basket, an Agriculture .De- 
partment report showed Thursday. • 


The report showed the annual rate re- 


tall cost of the market basket In Septem- 
ber was $1,629, a $24 drop from the Au- 
gust record of $1,653. The 1.5 per cent 
drop was the first reduction in a year 
and was the sharpest for any month 
since August, 1956. 


However, calculations showed the Sep- 


tember retail decline could have been 5.7 
per cent if the food industry had passed 
through to consumers all of hist month's 


drastic 11.3 per cent decline hi raw farm 
product prices. 


The farm value of market basket foods 


In September fell to an annual rate of 
$744, off $95 from the August peak. But it 
was largely offset by a $71 increase In 
the spread between farm and retail 
prices. The middlemen's spread, repre- 
senting costs and profits for processors 
and grocers, jumped from an annual rate 
of $814 in August to a record $885 in Sep- 
tember. 


The 8.5 per cent gain was the biggest 


percentage jump since November, 1946. 


Even after the retreat from August 


peaks, September market basket costs 
remained at the second highest level on 
record. 


The $1,629 September figure was $100 


above July and was $304, or 22.9 per 
cent, above what consumers paid in Sep- 
tember, 1972. 


Farm returns for market basket foods 


last month, despite the decline from Au- 
gust, were 38.1 per cent above a year 
earlier and thus accounted for most of 
the increase in grocery prices since last 
September. 


The market basket traces grocery 


prices for a collection of U.S. farm- 
grown foods for a theoretical average 
household of 3.2 persons. 


The report said marketing spread in- 


creases were especially sharp last month 
for beef, pork, eggs, bakery and cereal 
products and fats and oils.

some "meddling," particularly the kind 
Bachhuber engaged in this time, is not 
only not a bad thing, but is actually 
good. 


Let's face it, the board can get Dick 


Bachhuber's expert advice much cheaper 
than it can get advice from any other 
professional electrical engineer.

If food shortages have upset you this 


year, consider the plight of the squir- 
rels. Cook County oak trees this year 
produced a minimal crop of acrons, and 
forest preserve employes scrambled to 
gather all they could before the squirrels 
got them. 


The Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 


trict Is not In the practice of starving 
squirrels, but the acorns arc needed each 
fall to grow new trees. 


Chief Forester Sam Gabriel said the 


district usually gathers about 200 bushels 
for planting In the Western Springs nur- 
sery, but workers were hard pressed to 
come up with 60 bushels this year. 


GATHERING THE nuts Is only port of 


the work that has to get done In the for- 
est preserves before winter sets for Its 
bleak and blustery stay. Time has to be 
made in the schedule for tree planting, 
road and equipment repairs, and annual 
mowing. 


In the midst of routine fall work — 


posting "No Hunting" and "No snow- 
mobiles" signs, patching roads, marking 
curbs for winter plowing — comes the 
fire season. 


Tho first hard frost brings out extra 


duty for the district's men as they watch 
for fires and wait out the four-to six- 
week dry season. Particularly attention 
Is paid in tho evenings, from 4 to 5 p.m. 
That seems to be a popular lime for 
fires, according to Jim Mattson, super- 
visor of the district's northwest division 
headquarters.

SOME JOBS are not done 'only In the 


fall. The seed gathering, for example, de- 
pends on the type of seeds being sought. 
Black walnuts, honey locust seeds and 
others are collected to be shaken out of 
trees onto canvas sheets, and a few, such 
as wild black cherry, have- to be picked 
by hand before birds eat them all. 


Seedling planting Is almost a year- 


round project because the district starts 
250,000 trees a year, of which 60 to 80 per 
cent survive to adulthood. 


The forest preserves this year are us- 


ing a new machine that can unearth a 
tree with much of the root system intact 
and transplant It to another -location. The 
Vermeer tree spade has four shovels that. 
dig a cone-shaped clump around the base 
of a tree, saving hours of hand digging. 


The machine, mounted on a tractor, is 


bolng used now to move 15-year-old trees 
into an area scraped bare when a new 
sewer line was Installed through tho 
Busse Woods for the Salt Creek Water 
Reclamation plant. If the system works, 
the district will gain several years on the 
reforestation of the stripped area, mak- 
ing It blend with the adjoining woods in a 
short time. 


DISTRICT WORKERS are riot as hap- 


py with the other half of their forest 
protection work—removing diseased elm 
trees. The district is making progress, 
however. Gabriel said that of the more 
than 63,000 acres of forest preserve land 
in the county, only 5,601 elm trees were 
marked to be removed this year, which 
Is 20 per cent less than last year. 


Removal and burning (with permits) is 


done during fall and winter to prevent 
emergence in the spring of the beetles 
that carry Dutch Elm disease. The job is 
done by about 100 men. Roadside trees 
are usually removed by contractors, for 
which almost $30,000 was approved this 
year. 


While the squirrels are looking for 


acorns that aren't there and making 
nests for the cold winter, the forest pre- 
serve district Is preparing for a season of 
maintenance and overhaul work on mow- 
ing equipment and trucks. During the 
winter the departments do extensive 
work on the vehicles, and repair picnic 
tables for the next season. 


WINDING ROWS OF seedlings can be planted at 
a rate of 6 to 8,000 a day using tractor-mounted 
equipment such as this in the Cook County forest 
preserves. District workers are now involved with 


reforesting a wide strip cut through the Busse 
Woods Forest Preserve for a new sewer line lead- 
ing to the Salt Creek Water Reclamation plant. 


Toboggan slides like the one In Deer 


Grove Forest Preserve must be prepared 
before the first snowfall, to make sure 
the equipment is in good condition and 
the surrounding area Is properly mowed. 
Autumn is also the time for mowing 
some of the large meadow areas that are 
untouched through the summer. Birds 
and animals arc less likely to be disturb- 
ed by mowing in the fall, became nests 
are empty and young have grown up. 


ASIDE FROM putting up more than 


100 signs warning hunters to stay out, the 
district must follow up on reports of 
hunters crossing onto the county land. 


Mattson sold they have already had 


about 15 calls of duck hunters entering 
forest preserve land west of Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


With the hay put up long ago for the 


elk herd in Busse Woods, the seeds gath- 
ered for the next crop of seedlings, one 
step Is still left — the army veteran's 
delight. 


It Is time for digging new pits for the 


outhouses, moving the shelters and cov- 
ering the old pits.

Otto Kerner's back again

"The passion, the drama of a trial 


such as we engaged in for eight weeks 
lias gone out, and we are left with the 
cold facts." 


U. S. Atty. James Thompson was the 


speaker. His words resounded in the fed- 
eral appeals courtroom and fell on for- 
mer governor Otto Kerner. 


The facts, the legal testimony facts, 


rested In 8,000 pages before a special 
three-judge federal appeals panel this 
week. Added were hundreds of pages of 
appeals arguments, bound in neat red 
and blue covers, that will require an esti- 
mated three months to decide. 


The case of Otto Kerner is saddening. 


The trial cost alone is hard to believe. 
The verdict against Kerner — coupled 
with Powell, Agnew, Watergate and 
countless other crimes of corruption — 
cries one question: what next? 


Otto Kerner was a golden boy in Illi- 


nois politics. He was governor from 1961 
to 196B. He became a U.S. 'Appeals Court 
judge in 1968. Then, the roof caved in. 


Kerner was convicted last February of 


bribery, conspiracy, mall fraud, perjury

Once again I he spooky Hallow- 


een season is upon us and once 
again local municipalities arc look- 
ing to the festivities, not in antici- 
pation of childish pranklshncss, but 
as if we arc all going to be under 
attack by the hordes of Attila the 
Hun.

Although it Is important that our

Lest we be identified here as foes

Halloween in the suburbs has be- 


come such a controlled exercise 
that, as one observer put it, we 
could celebrate the traditional 
event by mail. Kids are herded 
about by adult supervisors to make 
sure they don't trample the lawns; 
sirens wail at given hours to notify 
youngsters they can begin or must 
stop their candy gathering. 


Now, this year, a suburban town 


has come up with the ultimate ster- 
ilization of what used'to be Hallow- 
een. 


The kids who go door-to-door 


trick or treating in Rolling Mead- 


ows will be rewarded not with 
treats but with coupons! 


Here's the way it will work: 


Residents of Rolling Meadows will 
go to local stores, offices and some 
churches, buy coupons in small 
change denominations and pass out 


the pieces of paper to the roving 
children on Halloween. Then the 
kids will redeem their coupons at 
stores in Rolling Meadows. 


Naturally, residents can't buy 


those coupons at regional shopping 
centers or at stores elsewhere and 
buying candy out of town is thus 
discouraged. 


We don't believe for one minute 


that this Rolling Meadows version 
of Halloween is concocted out of 
avarice or coldness toward the 
children of the community. 


But we do think the way this one 


suburban community has decided 
to celebrate its Halloween tells a 
lot about our values in the suburbs 
and how we view our streets and 
our neighbors. 


Removing candy from Halloween 


and replacing it with redeemable 
coupons is a small thing; it does 
not make Rolling Meadows a lesser 
place in which to live or the com- 
munity cheerless. 


But something has gone out of 


Halloween as a result. Maybe it 
was inevitable, but ask yourself, 
would you like to be 10 years old 
and all dressed up and scare the 
dickens out of an adult (finally) 
and then be handed a coupon?

case. He left his judgeship in 1971 when 
indicted, but he did not resign. 


Jim Thompson began his reputation as 


a corruption fighter on the Kerner case. 
Attorneys for Kerner even charged in 
their appeal that Thompson's staff have 
a "conspiratorial theory of history . . . 
the same technique that really Adolf 
Hitler used ... an overwhelming desire 
to get Otto Kerner." 


Kerner's prosecution was a cutoff 


point, a warning that corruption would 
not be tolerated in Illinois. The impact 
apparently fell on deaf ears. 


Illinois spent hundreds of thousands of 


dollars to prosecute Kerner. Transcripts 
of the original trial alone cost an esti- 
mated $22,000. Kerner's fine, if all ap- 
peals are rejected, will be $50,000 plus a 
possible three-year prison sentence. And, 
corruption probes continue throughout 
the state. 


Money is not the issue to Kerner or 


government prosecutors. As a politlcan 
and judge, Kerner has led the glamorous 
life and is attempting to salvage a pre- 
viously untarnished reputation as his 
case wanders through the courts. 


The dignity still surrounds Kerner. Be- 


fore Wednesday's hearing he stood in the 


27th floor federal building hallway to ac- 
cept greetings from friends and con- 
dolences over the recent death of his 
wife. The former governor, heavier, 
stockier than remembered, was dressed 
impeccably in a blue suit, white shirt 
and black wingtips as he puffed on a 
cigarct. 


The clock on the courtroom wall, the 


entrance of giant Jim Thompson drew 
Kerner to the dignified courtroom. 


Gone were the jurors who convicted the 


former governor. Missing was a large 
curiosity crowd. The two-day appeal at- 
tracted little metropolitan newspaper in- 
terest. 


Otto Kerner was a lonely figure during 


the hearings. 


He sat in the first courtroom row, sel- 


dom moving, apart from his lawyers. His 
tan face showed little emotion. His eyes 
focused through semi-rimless glasses on 
the judge's and attorney's podium 
throughout hours of arguments. 


Kerner's attorneys offered scattered is- 


sues of appeal this week. At one point, 
the attorneys followed former Vice Pres- 
ident Spiro Agncw's argument that Ker- 
ner can only be legally judged after im- 
peachment. Then, the attorneys claimed 
that Kerner's defense was hampered be- 
cause of joint trial with former state 
Revenue Director Theodore J. Isaacs. 


Thompson and Asst. U. S. Atty. Samuel 


Skinner argued that Kerner accepted a 
bribe — in the form of racetrack stock 
from Marje Everett during a Nov. 8,1962 
meeting in Springfield. The "extraor- 
dinary means" Kerner used to conceal 
his stock ownership, the bargain price 
and the "subtle" way it was offered were 
proof of the bribe, Thompson said. 


Thompson and Skinner then left the 


cold facts in the courtroom and returned 
to the warmth of their 15th floor offices 
which are decorated with front-page 
newspaper clippings that proclaim Ker- 
ner's guilt.

'Public iviW beat Nixon

WASHINGTON — The White House ac- 


knowledges that it miscalculated the re- 
action of the people to President Nixon's 
weekend actions in the Watergate case. 
In the end, they, not he, prevailed. 


The simple will of the public triumphed 


over the White House's oft-stated, often 
complex legal arguments that the re- 
lease of his secret tape recordings would 
jeopardize the constitutional doctrine of 


separation of powers and the con- 
fidentiality of the President's affairs. 


The White House assumed that when 


Nixon announced Friday night an agree- 
ment to submit a summary of the tapes 
for Sen. John C. Stennls to "authenti- 
cate," the crisis had been averted. 


As the President's constitutional law- 


yer, Charles Alan Wright, told it Tues- 
day, he thought "the American people 
would give a tremendous sigh of relief at 
the thought that now we are going to 
hear what is in those tapes and now we 
arc not going to have a constitutional 
crisis." 


"Obviously that was a miscalculation," 


he saiu. 


Then came Archibald Cox's refusal to 


go along, Nixon's firing of Cox, the resig- 
nation on principle of the top two men in 
the Justice Department and finally, what 
White House chief of staff Alexander M. 
Halg called the "fire storm" of public 
opinion. 


By noon Tuesday this is what Nixon 


faced: 


—The House Judiciary Committee had 


begun an inquiry into impeachment pro- 
ceedings for the first time in 100 years. 


—Chief U.S. District Court Judge John 


J. Sirica had passed word that he had 
studied the procedure for citing the Pres- 
ident for contempt of court, and he had 
told the two Watergate grand juries to 
press on with their work. 


—An NBC Quaylc poll showed that 44 


per cent of the people questioned favored 
impeachment, 48 per cent favored Nix- 
on's resignation and only an all-time low 
of 22 per cent supported his performance 
as president. 


At that point, Nixon called in Wright 


and told him to inform Sirica he would 
comply fully with the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals' order to turn over the tapes for 
inspection. The people had won. 


But Cox was gone, and the in- 


vestigation he headed independently now 
has been placed under the Justice De- 
partment. Some thought that had been a 
Nixon goal all along. One reporter asked 
Wright why Cox's independent office had 
logo. 


Wright responded: ".. .It made much 


more sense to get the investigation back 
into the institutional framework" of the 
Justice Department. Then he added: 


"... Anybody who has the responsi- 


bility for an investigation of this magni- 
tude would want to have his own people 
rather than those who have been picked 
by somebody else."

New proposal 
for high-risk 
unto insurance 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - Many motorists 


arc classified an bad risks for auto insur- 
ance for unfair reasons, an Insurance 
company executive said this week and 
the federal government may step In and 
regulate tho field If changes aro not 
made. 


John M. Parsons, vice president of 


Aetna Llo & Casualty, told tho 42nd an- 
nual convention of the National Associ- 
ation of Mutual Insurance Agents that in 
most stales drivers judged to he high 
risks arc assigned, on a rotating basis to 
various Insurance companies. 


Ho attacked tho system, saying, "It 


doesn't really work for tho Insured, the 
agent or the company" because the in- 
sured has to pay more money for less 
coverage ami the agent Is Inconven- 
ienced by taking a case that costs him 
more than he Is paid for It. 


IN MANY CASES. Parsons said, per- 


sons are assigned to high-risk categories 
"because of agency terminations, capac- 
ity problems and arbitrary, subjective 
underwriting judgments." 


To replace the current system Parsons 


recommended a reinsurance plan under 
which high-risk drivers arc Insured with 
a standard policy by the agent of their 
choice. 


Under (he plan all Insurance com- 


pnnlcs would join a non-profit motor ve- 
hicle reinsurance facility and would bo 
required to accept all licensed drivers 
who have not been In default to other 
member companies. 


Parsons said that under the plan a 


company not wishing to Issue n policy 
under normal guidelines would reinsure 
a customer under the special agency and 
jicml the premium on to the statewide 
facility after it deducts lit commissions 
and other expenses. 


In that way, he said, the company 


would nut lose money on such a custom- 
er. Both deficits ami profits of the spe- 
cial statewide facility would be shared 
annually hv the member companies, 
Parsons said.

Silbcrman also thinks some people may 


be taking up crafts as a way to stretch 
their dollars. "They probably couldn't af- 
ford to buy what they can make for 
themselves for a modest outlay," he 
said. 


And then there aro some people with 


different reasons. Roscy Grlcr, the for- 
mer New York Giant and Los Angeles 
Rams lineman, Is a devotee of needle- 
point. So Is newscaster Paul Harvey. 
They say they joined the crafts revolu- 
tion because It's relaxing and a way to 
express creativity.

Let's face it — Inflation will probably 


maintain a heady pace for the next few 
years, says Harris Bank's Beryl Sprin- 
kel, As senior vice president and chief 
economist for the Chicago bank, he's 
concerned that consumers may have re- 
signed themselves to a life of perpetually 
rising Inflation rates. 


Surveys Indicate consumers are In- 


creasingly glum about prospects for 
breaking the hold of Inflationary forces. 
Instead of building up a nest egg, many 
consumers continue to spend freely, says 
Sprinkel, adding, "I think we're begin- 
ning to sec an inflationary expectation 
built Into consumers." 


PUBLIC OPINION, a powerful force to 


be reckoned with at the federal level, 
shifted In tho past two months away 
from a belief In controls. "My guess Is 
that we're getting out of them (controls) 
fairly soon," says the economist. Sprin- 
kcl pegs this to political pressures rather 
than the recognition of shortages caused 
by controls. 


Business groups, labor and housewives 


arc putting on the pressure to scrap con- 
trols, comments Sprinkled. He says It's 
the same kind of pressure which "un- 
fortunately" nudged the administration 
into the establishment of wage and price 
controls in 1971. 


Rising Inflation and worsening product 


shortages have accompanied the con- 
trols, said Sprlnkcl, adding "I think 
we've seen the worst of the controls," He 
predicts "Phase IV will be followed by 
Phase Out," possibly before the April 30 
expiration of controls next year. 


BETTER BRACE yourself for big 


boosts in prices when the controls ore 


discontinued, he advises. The Federal 
Reserve Board's current no-growth pol- 
icy for the money supply may help to 
lessen Inflation, but it will likely send 
unemployment rate over the 5 per cent 
mark once again. 


Sprinkel sees the current overall an- 


nual inflation rate of 7 to 8 per cent 
chiefly as a result of the Fed's earlier 
policy of rapidly expanding the money 
supply. But the board's about-face could 
bring on a recession next year he-warns, 
unless a moderate policy is adopted. 


If a moderate Fed stance is adopted, 


says Sprinkel, the real growth in the 1974 


U.S. Gross National Product will be In 
the neighborhood ^ 2 per cent. Strengths 
will be in capital spending (up 14 per 
cent) and consumer spending and ex- 
ports. Weaknesses will appear In the 
housing and consumer durables market, 
and unemployment may rise. 


"Perhaps over 4 to 5 years, we can 


pull down the inflation rate to the 5 per 
cent range," says Sprinkel. He doubts 
that a more rapid downturn could be ex- 
pected. This would mean another boost 
In unemployment rates, and the resulting 
public outcry could be the genesis of an- 
other round of wage and price controls.

SPRINKEL EXPECTS corporate prof- 


its to dip slightly in 1974. But "we're 
whistling Dixie if we think we're going to 
get wage earners into the range of 3 to 4 
per cent increases," he says. 


The "unfair, distorting redistribution of 


wealth" which follows inflation may be 
lessened by the inclusion of escalator 
clauses in more union contracts and fi- 
nancing arrangements, he believes. 


"The major reason for high interest 


rates is the high rate of inflation," ac- 
cording to Sprinkel. The prime rate may 
be heading downward, but no substantial 
decline on many long-term rates will 
come about until the inflation problem is 
licked. 


Housing a "roller coaster industry" is 


hard hit by money problems. "Illinois 
has a special problem" with its 8 per 
cent ceiling for mortgage interest rates, 
Sprinkel says. Partial relief in the mar- 
ket would be gained through current leg- 
islative efforts to lift or eliminate the 
ceiling, he commented. 


Profits in the paper industry are soar- 


ing tills year, report economists at Chi- 
cago's Northern Trust Bank. Second 
quarter earnings after taxes were up 
nearly 100 per cent from the year-ago 
level, according to preliminary reports. 
This surge follows a 73 per cent Increase 
in first quarter profits, notes Northern 
Trust's economic newsletter "Business 
Comment." 


Most mills have been operating full tilt 


recently and occasionally exceeding 100 
per cent of normal output to meet sur- 
ging demand. However, only modest ad- 
ditions are being made to industry ca- 
pacity. 


The slowdown in the paper industry's 


expansion has resulted In part from the 


diversion of funds away from new plant 
construction to upgrade existing plants in 
compliance with new pollution control 
and safety standards. 


In some cases, old mills have been 


shut down because the cost of bringing 
them into compliance with the new stan- 
dards was considered prohibitive. These 
closings have partially offset capacity in- 
creases and thus contributed to the sev- 
ere production strains the industry is ex- 
periencing. 


"Only if prospects appear good for a 


prolonged period of strong demand is the 
industry likely to embark on a sizable 
expansion program," concludes "Busi- 
ness Comment."

Political polling, for which the odds- 


maker has made a reputation outside of 
sports, is trickier, he admitted, but he 
still believes his techniques arc better 
thnn those of some of (he large polling 
organizations. 


IN to is UK made his first try, he said, 


after his sister told him uomen didn't 
like mustaches and he noticed that presi- 
dential favorite Thomas Dewcy had a 
mustache. 


He hired three women at $15 each to 


stand In front of a supermarket to find 
out if his sister's statement was true. 
Then he took the same three Into two 
counties In Ohio recommended to him by 


a professional politician. 


"We asked people who they were gon- 


na vote for and It came out even money. 
The odds on Dewcy at the time were 20-1 
but nobody proved it, so I got on the 
train In Ohio and got off in New York 
with $11,000.1 went to Llndy's and found 
some bookmakers and put my money on 
Truman at the 20-1 odds and ever since 
I've been sorta famous," he said.

Last spring, Jimmy pronounced the 


odds against impeachment of President 
Nixon at 1,000-1 and, though he joked 
that "I'm getting klnda worried," he 
says he stands by those odds. "Look, 
with something like that, It's cither even 
money or it's just not going to happen," 
he said. 


WHICH BIIOUGIIT him to another 


point. He does not take bets "I have not 
bet since 1963," he said, adding that he 
has sent back the $8,500 he has received 
from people trying to take him up on 


impeachment odds. His income, be said, 
comes from his public relations firm in 
Las Vegas. 


Occasionally the oddsmaker would 


start a story and then, looking at his pre- 
dominantly female audience, be hard- 
pressed to finish. He began to explain 
why Bobby Rlggs had done so poorly 
against Billie Jean King. "Bobby did a 
great PR job," he said and then stopped. 
"Well, uh, how am I gonna get outa this 
one — you see he went to Houston t\vo 
weeks early, and uh, he must have, uh, 
touched 42 women in two weeks — and 
he was, well, knocked out." 


He stopped as' his audience roared with 


laughter. "I shouldn't have gotten into 
that story," he said. 


He also apologized later for his letter to 


a question about whether dirty tricks had 
ruined Muskie's campaign. The answer: 
"That sonofabitch! I had him a 3-5 favor- 
ite to win In a walk and what did he do? 
He went up to New Hampshire and 
cried." Then he paused, "Now don't get 
me wrong," he added, "Muskie's a very 
nice man, but be just doesn't have it.". 


FINALLY, Jimmy got around to dis- 


cussing education. He told the teachers 
that, according ton his figures "it's a 2'4- 
to-l shot that a person in this country 
will be In education," and he added, 
"I'm not smart enougli to tell you how to 
run your business — all I know how to do 
is moke numbers on a football game."

Some misconceptions about ovulation, menstruation 


Ii It ponlblo that a young girl or child 


can become pregnant before the has had 
hrr first menstruation? llnw can slic poi. 
nlhty be fertile? I have heard this laid 
•nd I do not agree that they can. 


There seems to bo widespread con- 


fusion about the relationship of men- 
struation and pregnancy. Simply put, 
women get pregnant because of uvula- 
tlni, nit mcnitruallon.

win have • menstrual period about 14 
oVi r 'cr oviilatlan, It doesn't neces- 
sarily happen. If the growth of tissue In 
the wamb Is not very extensive and there 
Isn't rruch change, there won't be any 
noticeable menstrual flow. This Is partic- 
ularly apt to occur In young girls who 
have not fully matured yet. Their hor- 
mone system has not achieved complete 
balance, and It Is the female hormones 
tluit affect the growth of the lining of the 
womb and the subsequent menstruation. 


The problem occurs again near the end 


of the chlldbcarlng years. A woman's fe- 
male Itormono output begins to falter and 
she may stop menstruating, even though 
she may still be ovulatlng. If she thinks 
she Ii no longer able to get pregnant be- 
cause she Isn't menstruating and aban- 


dons all efforts at birth control, she may 
bo a surprised mother.

I have diabetes and my blood sugar 


was 300. Now I am down to 150. I'm 80 
years old. What Is the right count for my 
age? 


Blood sugar Is blood glucose, and it Is 


used by the cells to provide energy. It 
has to enter through the coll wall to be 
processed chemically to do this. The 
movement of glucose Into the cell is de- 
pendent upon the level of glucose In the 
blood. If the blood glucose is too low then 
it can't migrate Into the cell, and the cell 
doesn't get this source of energy. As a 
result, the person doesn't function well or 
may feel tired. This is the basic reason 
why people with real low blood sugar 
have symptoms. 


Insulin and glucose act together to pro- 


mote the movement of glucose into the. 
cell. If you don't have enough insulin In 
the body, the gh'cosc can't move Into the 
cell properly, and again you lose this 
source of energy. This Is why a diabetic 
feels tired unless he gets proper treat- 
ment. It Is also related to the rise in 
blood sugar. In the absence of sufficient 
insulin, the rise In blood sugar helps to 


drive glucose into the cell. If you lower 
the blood sugar too much this will not 
happen, and the diabetic will have symp- 
toms of low blood sugar. 


This is why it Is just not possible to tell 


a person what their own level of blood 
sugar should be. A higher level is better 
for some diabetics than others. The only 
way to tell Is for your doctor to observe 
your response under treatment to find 
out how you do best. It is usually better 
in your age group, not to over control the 


patient and run the risk of precipitating 
a low blood glucose attack. 


You can use one other guide too; the 


normal kidney begins to spill glucose at 
levels of about 180. So I should think a 
level below 180 would be desirable and 
the rest has to be determined as you go 
along with your treatment

NATIONAL SELECTED MORTICIANS' 
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Pentecostals growing in popularity 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


A few years ago, other Christians 


scornfully referred to them as "holy 
rollers." Today they aro respected by 
Protestants and Catholics as one of tho 
foulest-growing and most vital sectors of 
tho Christian family. 


They call themselves "Pentecostals." 
There ore at least 22 organized Pente- 


costal denominations in the 
United 


States, rnnplng In sUa from tho Assem- 
blies of God (more than 1 million mem- 
bers In nearly 9,000 local churches) to 
tho Pcntccoital Fire-Baptized Holiness 
Church (about 530 members In 41 congre- 
gations). 


In addition, there aro thousands of lo- 


cal Pentecostal congregations not affil- 
iated with any denomination, and there 
aro substantial numbers of Individuals 
within tho Homan Catholic Church, tho 
Episcopal Church, and other mainstream 
denominations who aro Pentecostal in 
personal orientation. Altogether, there 
aro probably thrco or four million Pcntc- 
contals In America today. 


UUItlNC TllK PAST two yean, while 


many other largo Protestant denomina- 
tions wero suffering drops In member- 
ship, Iho Assemblies of God posted a 
gain of 8.4 par cent. Its active foreign 
mUilons program has boosted Its world- 
wide membership to five million. 


Tho term "Pentecostal" comes from 


tho Day of Pentecost, SO days after the 
resurrection of Christ. On that day, tho 
Ilook of Acts records, tho disciples of 
Jesus wcro gathered together in the up- 
per room of a house in Jerusalem wait- 
ing, a.t ho had Instructed them to do, for 
"power from on high." 


"Suddenly there was a noise from the 


sky which sounded like a strong wind 
blowing, and it filled the wholo house 
where they wcro sitting. Then they saw 
what looked like tongues of flru spread- 
ing out; and each person there was 
touched by a tongue. They were all filled 
with tho Holy Spirit and befinn to talk In 
other languages as tho Spirit enabled 
them to speak." 


Pcntccostats say this phenomenon — 


which they call "Spirit-baptism" or 


World of religion 


"fire-baptism" — still occurs, although it 
is not necessarily accompanied by the 
same audible and visible signs: a rush- 
Ing wind and tongues of fire that were 
observed on tho original Day of Pente- 
cost. 


Most Pentecostals attach considerable 


Importance of one external sign of "Spir- 
it-baptism" — namely, the gift of ecsta- 
tic 
utterance, otherwise known as 


"glossalalla" or "speaking in tongues." 
The "tongues" need not bo — indeed, 
usually aro not — any recognizable hu- 
man language. To be uninitiated, they 
may sound like gibberish. 


BUT PENTECOSTALS devoutly be- 


Hove that one who is moved to speak in 
tongues is giving utterance to words be- 
yond human comprehension which are 
directly inspired by the Spirit of God who 
has taken possession of that person's vo- 
cal powers. 


Tho whole business of tongue-speaking 


has been a subject of controversy among 
Christians since tho time of the Apostle 
Paul, who sold he had personally experi- 
enced the phenomenon. Paul warned ear- 
ly Christians not to make a big thing of 
It, lest they baffle rather than edify out- 
siders they wished to win as converts. 
"If everybody starts speaking with 
strange sounds," ho said, "won't ordina- 
ry people say that you arc all crazy?" 


Paul argued — and many Pentecostals 


today will readily agree — that much 
more Important "charismas," a term de- 
rived from the Greek word for "gifts," 
arc conferred on persons who allow the 
Spirit of God to tako control of their 
lives. 


In his letter to the church at Galatla, 


Paul listed these less spectacular but 
more basic "gifts of the Spirit" as: 
"Love, joy, peace, patience, kindness, 
goodness, fiathfulncss, humility and self- 
control." 


Tims it is entirely possible, according 


to Paul, for a person who has undergone 
"baptism of tho Spirit," to show no dra- 
matic external manifestation of the fact, 
but simply reflects Its fruits in the pat- 
tern of his or her everyday life. 


Although Pentecostals accept this in

devoted to tho history of wars which Is- 
niol fought long ago In its never-ending 
struggle for survival against hostile 
neighbors, there aro numerous passages 
of Scripture which are readily applicable 
to the contemporary situation. 


When the great King David returned 


victorious from battle, tho Dock of Chro- 
nicles reports, the people greeted him 
with the cry: 


"Cod Is your ally!" 
AT A TI.MK when Israel was gravely 


menaced by the mighty Babylonian em- 
pire, tho prophet Isaiah proclaimed: 


"I am confident and unafraid; 
"Far the Lord Is my refuge and de- 


fense 


"And has shown Himself to bo my de- 


liverer." 


Isaiah assured tlm Israelites of his 


time that "The Lord of Hosts, like n bird 
hovering over its young, will bo a shield 
over Jerusalem." 


And he warned Israel's attackers: 
"When you cease to destroy, you will 


be destroyed." 


TllK MOST eloquent affirmations of 


God's protective concern for Israel ore 
found in the compendium of ancient 
Hebrew poetry known as tho Psalms. 
Thus the 4nih Psalm declares: 


"The Lord will not abandon his people, 


nor forsake his chosen nation." 


Of course, there have been many dark 


hours In Israel's long history when it 
seemed that the Lord had turned His 
back on His "chosen nation." Then Hebr- 
ew poets and prophets would storm heav- 
en with prayers: 


"Bestir Thyself, Lord, Why dost Thou 


sleep? ... We sink down to the dust. 
Arise, come to our help!" 


HUT THE DOMINANT tone of the 


Psalms Is trust. Over and over, the poets 
recall times past when things looked 
bleak for Israel, but God came to Its res- 
cue. 


"If the Lord had not been on our side 


vUicn they assailed us, they would have 
swallowed us alive." 


That the Psalms actually do serve to 


up hold morale In the Israeli Army was 
made clear recently to an American 
Christian who sent a message of concern 
to an old friend who now is an Israeli 
general. The general, who like most Is- 
raelis Is a Bible scholar, sent this brief 
reply: 


"We are not afraid. Psalm 121:4." 
Psalm 121:4 says: 
"Behold, He who keeps Israel will nei- 


ther slumber nor sleep."

principle — and although mainstream 
denominations accept In principle the va- 
lidity of occasional cases of ecstatic ut- 
terance — their differences in emphasis 
have, in the past, been so pronounced 
that the two groups seemed to have little 
in common. 


IN RECENT YEARS, however, there 


has been a widespread rediscovery 
among Catholics and Protestants of the 
fundamental New Testament teaching 
that whatever strength the Church may 
have in any period is derived directly 
and solely from the power and presence 
of the Holy Spirit within a Christian com- 
munity. 


This renewed appreciation of the Spirit 


as the motivating and enabling force that 
makes Christianity something more than 
dry dogma and mumbo-jumbo ritual has 
prompted at least some formerly scorn- 
ful Christians to suspect that they just 
might have something to learn from Pen- 
tecostals. 


The fact that Pentecostal churches are 


packing them in, while conventional 
churches play to half-empty houses, has 
contributed to this reappraisal. The very 
least a grudging outsider can concede to 
contemporary Pentecostnllsm is that it 
seems to offer something that a lot tf 
people arc seeking: direct, personal ex- 
perience of the reality of God. 


Pentecostal worship is apt to be quite 


startling to anyone accustomed to the se- 
date rituals of other Christian bodies. 
Free expression of feelings and uninhi- 
bited exuberance are encouraged in all 
Pentecostal congregations. Any person 
who feels "moved by the Spirit" may at 
any point In the service interrupt the 
proceedings with shouts, handclapplng, 


impromptu singing, marching around the 
aisles, or speaking in tongues. Some- 
times Pentecostals display religious ec- 
stasy by falling to the floor hi a trance. 
This is what earned them the derisive 
nickname of "holy rollers." 


Pentecostalism developed out of the 


great wave of religious revivals that 
swept through the United States near the 
turn of this century. Most of its early 
adherents came from Baptist or Method- 
ist backgrounds. 


BECAUSE PENTECOSTALS spend a 


vast portion of their church income in 
support of missions, they rarely Invest 
large sums in bricks and mortar. There 
are exceptions, such as the sumptuous 
modernistic, 
air-conditioned 
Christ 


Church on Massachusetts Avenue hi 
Washington, D.C. 


Their low overhead enables Pentecos- 


tals to stay on the job in inner city slums 
of urban Amerlsa — a desperately need- 
ful mission field from which too many 
"respectable" Protestant bodies — and 
lately, even the Catholics — have been 
steadily retreating toward the more af- 
fluent suburbs. 


In common with certain non-Pentecos- 


tal bodies such as the Church of the 
Nazarene, they place heavy emphasis on 
John Wesley's doctrine of "entire sancti- 
ficatlon" of life — which means, simply, 
that a Christian should strive for the 
highest possible degree of holiness in his 
everyday life. Thus Pentecostals who 
take their faith seriously arc extremely 
austere in their personal habits. They 
disapprove of drinking, smoking, danc- 
ing, card-playing and any kind of "fri- 
volity" — even reading a newspaper — 
on the Sabbath.

The replays were fantastic. We've

A player steals second base. He knocks 


over the Inflcldcr on n force play. A bnll 
Is lined to the power alley and every 
player i.t set In motion. They come right 
back and show It to you from three dif- 
ferent angles — blng, bing, blng. 


Virtually every play that was signifi- 


cant was replayed from various angles. 
The paying customers in the ball park 
almost seem cheated. 


Beyond providing millions of (an* an 


opportunity to judge the teams and ath- 
letes, they alto were provided Insights 
Into the umpiring, so often proven cor- 
reel In slow-motion replay at the very 
moment that arguments were continuing 
on camera. 


I grew up In the era of radio and early 


television. Not that there was anything 
wrong with that . . . because I could 
"see" everything on radio — from Joe 
Louis stalking an opponent In the ring to 
Clem McCarthy describing those final, 
frantic strides to tho wire at Louisville to 
Bill Stern handling an exciting play In 
college football. 


Even for all of its faults, I have a

They give us so many spec- 
tacular pictures that your senses become 
dulled. 


Have you ever taken a good l"»k nt Die 


picture they superimpose on the screen 
while giving the line scores at the end of 
each half Inning? That In Itself usually Is 
a thing of beauty, not just n simple pic- 
ture but n portrait. 


The games may have gotten dull at 


times, as they often did, and our reac- 
tions may have been guided by the 
scores, but there seemed to be very little 
dead time when there wasn't something 
on the screen to grab your attention.. 


The World Scries was a masterful pro- 


duction, and the guys who keep harping 
that football Is the only sport worth any- 
thing on the tube should rcexamlnc that 
argument. 


When was the last time a Super Bowl 


in football was more exciting than the 
World Scries? I'm not even a great base- 
ball fan to begin with, but this show al- 
ways Is something very special. 


A Super Bowl is over-promoted to the 


point of absurdity. Baseball's big show 
each year marches along to a much dif- 
ferent tune, giving us a much more toler- 
able finish to a long, long, long season.

to kick off In bounds. I could list n num- 
ber of Instances where the pro rules have 
been changed to make the game more 
entertaining. 


It is interesting to note that at one time 


Urn high school rules and the pro rules 
were to all Intents the same. They were 
cixlifled by a man named Shorty Ray 
who Is now In the Football Hall of Fame 
in Canton, Ohio. As the years passed the 
pros added exceptions to moke the game 
more entertaining and to stop combat 
wise players from taking advantage of 
loopholes. The high schools have stayed 
away from exceptions and hove not filled 
the loop holes because high school boys 
never tnko advantage of them. 


There Is a philosophy that exists for 


changing rules, a reason for certain 
types, of penalty enforcement. In the past 
two years the pros have put in two ex- 
ception* In areas where formerly their 
enforcement was the same as the high 
school. 


In your column there is one error but 


un per cent Isn't bad at all. Item 5, Pro 
rules — while the pro rule Is not like the 
college It docs permit field goals and 
punts to be run out of the end zone. It 
docs not resemble the high school rule at 
all.

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Time for music 


The Shaws will find it 


"COMMUNITY THEATER hat a lot to offer, and it is 
trying vory hard," music man John Shaw bolioves. Ho 
can usually bo found oithor at tho piano or in tho direc- 
tor's chair at local musical shows. 


Banjo picker Earl Scruggs

The medical world might be interested 


In a theory propounded by a Mount Pros- 
pect musician. 


"I think a person in music lives a long 


time," John Shaw mused in a recent In- 
terview which had rambled over a wide 
range of topics, all relating to the music- 
filled lives of John and his wife, Audrey. 


The Shaws, who live with their seven 


offspring, a pert Collie and "twin" grand 
pianos at 1816 Basswood Lane, have for 
the last 11 years been major cogs in the 
wheels of local musical theater. 


We had been discussing the age-old 


question, "Where do you find tho time to' 
do it all?" and had come up with the 
equally familiar answer, "If you really 
want to do it, you'll find the time." 


HOWEVER, THAT "time" may.be at 


4:30 In the morning, when the Shaws of- 
ten find themselves still discussing audi- 
tions held the night before and trying to 
select cast members; or the "time" may 
be at 7 in the morning when Audrey used 
to get up to practice the score for "South 
Pacific," the recent Des Plalnes Guild 
Playhouse production which the Shaws 
accompanied. 


These are the things the Shaws really 


want to do — along with full-time teach- 
ing (John at St. Francis Xavier in Wil- 
mette, Audrey at Joyce Kilmer kinder- 
garten in Buffalo Grove), an organ-choir- 
master job (John's) and various pro- 
grams, concerts, recitals (John and Au- 
drey together). 


With that kind of a schedule, total ex- 


haustion Is just around the corner. But 
that's where John's theory comes In. He 
may have been teaching all day and 
come home utterly drained, but onco-he 
drags himself to an evening choir or play 
rehearsal, he's off and running again. 


"AS TIRED AS you can be, you can't 


sit down. Music is just so exhilarating!" 


And then he began to recount the ad- 
vanced ages which may of the great 
c l a s s i c a l composers reached. Why?, 
Maybe becaus'e "there's a lot of satisfac- 
tion in music1— and it's relaxing," John 
suggests. 


According to Audrey, it Is also helpful 


that she and John are both musicians, so 
they can offer each other a lot of under- 
standing and support. The Shaws are 
graduates of the music school of DePaul 
University hi Chicago and both are pia- 
nists. 


But, John hastened to .point out, their 


degrees are in music education and their 
activities have always involved them in 
teamwork — with each other as well as 
other people. None of this "prima donna 
thing" for them! 


BOTH HAVE ACCOMPANIED produc- 


tions and John has often directed, but 
always they get to carry scenery around 
and things like that. "Everyone works 
hard in community theater!" 


The soft-spoken Audrey and energetic 


John also agree on something else — 
that the northwest suburbs need a cultur- 
al center. 


"When you come out here, where do 


you find evidence of anything cultural?" 
John asked. "There is no theater, no au- 
ditorium. Art groups all have to go beg- 
ging to the high schools." And even then, 
he added, most of the schools facilities 
are acoustically — if not space-wise — 
inadequate. 


Such a center, the Shaws believe, 


would be in constant demand for con- 
certs, plays, recitals, programs, art 
shows and the like. 


Efforts have been made and plans pro- 


posed by various groups during past 
years to bring about the creation of a 
cultural facility in the area. But, accord- 
Ing to John, the main problem has been 
cost, as well as finding a suitable loca- 
tion. 


IN MULLING OVER the situation, the 


Shaws have wondered why such sites as 


"IF YOU HAVE something to practice for, you do it — 
even though it may kill you!" chuckles Audrey Shaw, 
remembering her early morning bouts with the piano in 
preparation for shows. 


the Arlington Heights library or Harper 
College couldn't be utilized for creating a 
cultural center for the performing arts. 


While recognizing that residents of the 


area are "struggling with taxes and 
schools," the Shaws nevertheless feel 
that people here are truly Interested in 
local cultural events, which, John added, 
are often as good as Chicago offerings, 


as well as less expensive and more con- 
venient. 


After all the productions the Shaws 


have worked on in the past decade, and 
after all the tryouts — 95 people came 
seeking parts in "South Pacific" — John 
and Audrey are convinced that "there's 
a lot of good talent around here; we just 
need to develop it." 


He's a mighty happy man 
Medley

When the film "Bonnie and Clyde" was 


released five years ago, the successful 
soundtrack made its composer one of the 
best known-ami best likcd-muslcians in 
all America. 


Knrl Scrubs always had been n re- 


spected banjo picker In the Grand Olc 
Opry crowd of Nashville, but It wasn't 
until lib bliicftraai tune "Foggy Moun- 
tain Breakdown" lilt a peak In popularity 
ns llw theme of "Bonnie and Clyde" that 
Scrubs' influence reached much be- 
yond the cuunlry music capital. 


Here was a humble, Cntawban country 


music star, who obviously 'ovod his pro- 
fession as much as anyone could, who 
went farther technically than anvonc 
clso had gone with a banjo and whose 
Impeccable sincerity and kindly neigh- 
IwrlincM made him scores of friends 
wherever lie traveled. 


SCUt'OftS FIRST cradled n 
banjo 


when he was four years old, watching his 
older brother and a local picker named 
Smith Ilammctt per for mini! In rural 
Cleveland County In the Piedmont sec- 
tion of North Carolina. That wai In the 
Depression years, in n pocket of America 
where It seemed to hurt most. In time, 
Scrumis was to lenrn llammctt's special 
wnyt of playing the banjo and wnrk out a 
three-linger stylo that today bears the 
Scruggs label. 


Dy I!M3, Scruggs was a full-flcJgcd 


Opry star, ami with the Foggy Mountain 
Hoys and Lester Flatt entertained rcpu- 
Inrly in Nashville and other towns along 
the country music road. 


Following tho success of "Foggy Moun- 


tain Breakdown," Scruggs and his sons, 
Randy and Gary, teamed up with Josh 
Graves and Jody Maphls to form the 
Karl Scruggs Revue, touring the country 
from Florida to Washington stale and 
playing n brand of music that really has 
no name — a combination of blucgrass, 
country, folk-rock and jazz. 


"IT'S SOMETHING I've been wanting 


to do for n long time from several differ- 
ent standpoints," Scruggs said In an In- 
terview. "I've been of the nature to try 
to learn new tunes. I like different types 
of material, of classical and different 
types of jazz and soul music." 


Along with Earl, Randy and Gary, 13- 


ycnr-old Steve Scruggs tours now with 
the revue whenever lie's not In school, 
and Ma Scruggs-Loulse-holds the purse 
strings and books the group. 


"I grew up liking tho banjo so well, 


and then to get to make It my profes- 
sion," Earl Scruggs said in his slow, 
drawling voice. "My father passed away 
when I was four. My one ambition I 
wanted In life was to live long enough for 


my boys to get big enough to understand 
death before I passed away. 


"AND NOW TO be picking and look 


around and sec them standing tall as a 
giant beside of me, there's just no words 
that I can find to explain how it pleases 
me to be playing with them." 


Like his own family, his father's fami- 


ly was close musically, too. 


"We had a banjo, guitar, fiddle," 


Scruggs said, "My father played fiddle in 
a band. I don't remember his playing but 
. . . I was trying to pick at that point. 
That's how I can dale a few things be- 
cause I was playing when I was four 
years old. 


"And I can remember playing a 


square danco with my brother when I 
was six years old. I played guitar, he 
played the banjo. Actually he played 
similar to what I ploy now, but when I 
was growing up I was playing what we 
call two-finger style: thumb and index 
finger." 


Trying to measure up to his older 


brother and Ilammctt, he added the third 
middle finger to his style one lazy sum- 
mer day when he was 11. 


"I WENT IN and told my mother I 


could play like Smith Hammctt," he 
said. "She always knew I liked music so 
well and never did scold me (or making 
noise or anything. I don't know how she 
put up with all that noise... 


"Actually I could do the finger roll that 


I do now, but it didn't sound exactly like 
Smith at that point. I was a little dis- 
appointed. Then I thought, well, I can 
work it out. But I never did work It out 
exactly the way Smith played. So I de- 
cided to put my own thoughts to it, and 


that's how I came up with the style that 
I now play." 


The Earl Scruggs Revue has given the 


banjo-picker a new role that he especial- 
ly enjoys. It is popular among the 
young, Influential In promoting the banjo 
as an Important musical instrument and 
a vehicle to play — as his father, broth- 
ers and sisters had — together as a fami- 
ly unit. 


"I JUST DON'T know what I could do 


to make it any belter," Scruggs said. 
"I'm just the happiest I've ever been In 
my music life, really — all the way 
around." 


Does he ever grow weary of playing 


"Foggy Mountain Breakdown?" 


"I get tired of it until I see the ex- 


pression on 'the people's faces, that's 
what I enjoy doing," he said. "As long as 
I'm feeling like I'm pleasing somebody, 
then I get enjoyment out of it. 


"Tho expression on the people's faces, 


as long as they're happy, that's reward- 
ing enough to pay for the effort of trav- 
eling and doing the concert itself. I real- 
ly enjoy entertaining, trying to be enter- 
taining."

Prices for antiques soar in Europe

PARIS — Investors seeking a profit 


haven from the world monetary crisis 
and rampant Inflation have turned to 
buying antiques and sent prices soaring 
by as much as 100 per cent on European 
markets. 


The booming demand for antique 


paintings, furniture, statues, books and 
curios is a reaction, dealers say, to the 
current uncertain situation, with most 
currencies bobbing up and down and 
widespread inflation taking an average 
seven per cent chunk out of investment 
capital. 


Gerald Schuur, a French specialist, 


cited "the precarious position of the dol- 
lar and concern about European cur- 
rencies" as the chief factor in rising an- 
tique prices. 


"MORE AND MORE people are realiz- 


ing that antiques are immutable and im- 
pervious to inflation," said one dealer on 
the Qual Voltaire, site of some of Paris' 
fanciest shops. "I have been able to get 
for most articles 25 per cent more than 
they would have brought last yenr." 


At this summer's Florence, Italy, An- 


tique Blennale, prices were up "at least 
50 per cent and even 100 per cent for 
good items," reported Franclne Rhcims,

Recently, Salt Creek Qucstcrs and 


guests took two of tho guided archi- 
tectural (aura of tho Chicago School of 
Architecture Foundation, lapping up as 
much Information about the architectural 
heritage of the famed Chicago school va- 
riety, and lapping up a delightful lunch- 
con at tho cavernous old garage turned- 
restaurant, Saucr's, on l^rd Street be- 
tween South Prairie and Calumet. 


The tours started at the John J. Gloss- 


ner House, built in 1883, one of the few 
remaining Victorian mansions on Prairie 
Avenue, once the most fashionable resi- 
dential address In Chicago. Some of the 
town's wealthiest families, Including the 
Armours, Swifts, Marshall Fields, Kim- 
balls, Pullmans, as well us the Glcssncrs 
called this street home. 


ALTHOUGH MOST of tho neighboring 


buildings were of the late Victorian God- 
awful Gothic or Fractured French Cha- 
teau, turrctcd and tortuous, Glcssncr 
House was a legitimate architectural 
masterpiece, a pioneer in Its day. It was 
designed by world-famous Henry Hobson 
lUchnnlfon 
of 
Boston, who usually 


worked with monumental structures, but 
would, as he put it, "plan anything n^ 
man wants from a cathedral to a chicken' 
coop." 


Glcssncr House was acquired by — af- 


ter nlmo<t being lost to (ho demolition 
crews — and Is now the homo of the Chi- 
cago Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects, open to the public, with 
i;uldcd tours, all year on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 
•1 p m.. and on Sunday* from t p.m. to 5 
p.m. The coil h $1 (the best dollar's 
worth In the city). Tho address Is 1UOO S. 
Prairie Ave. 


The homo was famous In Its own day, 


but not universally admired. Neighbor 
George I'nllmiin (railway cars) wrote: 
"I don't know what I have done to have 
that thing staring me In the face every 


time I go out my door." Like any design 
ahead of Its time, the gray granite for- 
tress-like building was disturbing to 
those of a more conservative taste. 


TO ESCAPE the dirt and noise from 


tho Michigan Central 
Hnllrond and 


Prairie Avenue horse traffic, there were 
no windows on the first floor street sides 
and only a few small niches above. The 
house artfully enclosed an open court- 
yard, angled and curved to catch the sun 
in every season, a new and ingenious 
method to adapt a family's need for 
privacy and outdoor space to a tradition- 
al city environment. And this was a pri- 
vate family home, not a palace, although 
to 
antique-conscious Qucstcrs' 
eyes, 


many of tho artifacts in the home seem 
lavish indeed. These Include treasures 
from the Glcssncrs' world travels, a col- 
lection of furniture by Frank Lloyd 
Wright and an enormous original desk 
which enhances tho warm oaken library. 


Restoration has been painstaking and 


tedious; In fact, one must still step over 
the gear of the electricians and rcfinlsh- 
crs while touring the house. 


GLESSNER HOUSE: Is not a museum 


or preserved fossil. It is simply one 
man's statement of what a home should 
be, and a great example of landmark 
saving In a city which has been all too 
prone to destroy Its own heritage. The 
Romanesque "Granite Hut" of John 
Glcssncr is a training ground for young 
architects and the doccnts who plan and 
conduct many such architectural tours of 
tho Chicago area. 


Tho home's fortress-like ruggcdncss 


may havo helped save it from decades of 
neglect and vandalism, but It now seems 
ready to withstand another hundred 
years of ongoing life and purpose.

Why would six pcrsoni with admiration 


for John F. Kennedy l>c marked for 
daath on the 10th anniversary of Kenne- 
dy's assassination? 


It Is a twilled path to the answer. Dl- 


Mann's novel Intertwines history with fic- 
tion to take on startllngly realistic pro- 
portions. 


Along the way, It asks some valid 


questions, like who really is running tho 
nntlon? How much Influence can govern- 
mental agencies be allowed before the 
system takes off on Its own? 


The message George Wllllnms receives 


Is short, spelling out his death and the 
deaths of five other obscure persons, pre- 
sumably to "observe" tho anniversary of 
Kennedy's death. Williams Is a crack in- 
vestigator for the Justice Department, 
ami ho begins an Immediate search for 
the clever killer. 


The victims all had brief encounters 


with tho Kennedy administration, but 
many never even met the youthful leader 
who Inspired RO many In his short tenure. 
Ami Williams didn't even fit Into the pat- 
tern. 


WITH LITTLE to go on, Williams be- 


gins an Investigation that Is slow to pay 
off - too slow for tho killer's first vie- 


tlm. By the time the second person on 
the list Is dead, almost right under Wil- 
liams' nose, It is obvious the tactics are 
not normal, too sophisticated for some- 
one without government training.

Nell Young apparently has fallen into a 


musical rut — ono that Isn't too inter- 
esting flt that. 


What you first notice about his new al- 


bum, "Time Fades Away" (Reprise 
MS2IS1), U that musically there Li noth- 
ing now. Secondly, you realize Young 
hain't oven chosen the best of his post 
cfforta to copy. 


Of tho eight songs (only seven of which 


arc new), only one in any way justifies 
tho album, which was recorded live In 
seven different cities. It's-"Last Dance" 
with old friends David Crosby and Gra- 
ham Nash helping out. Tho music is 
good, although often familiar sounding, 
but tho performance Is uneven with some 
poor attempts at harmony. 


TIIK I.YIUCS OF "Last Dance" are 


substandard coming as they do from one 
of rock's usually more sensitive writers. 
Ttiii lack of sensitivity and uncvcncss In 
performance ruai throughout tho album. 


Tho two Oklahoma City songs, "Time 


Fndcs Away" and "LA," nro partlculary 
poor In that Young's voice sounds raw 
and ho reaches for notes he can't make. 
"LA" has tho further problem that it Is 
trite — another song about the big Cali- 
fornia earthquake-to-be. 


As usual the songs arc divided Into the 


electric guitar songs and tho piano solos. 
On tho whole, the electric songs are 
more Interesting. "Don't Be Denied" has 
moment* — mostly In Young's lead gui- 
tar and Ben Keith's steel guitar. 


In the past, Young's vulnerability was 


cxprcvcd through his lyrics and It was 
appealing. Now that vulnerability has

LIKE A WORK of art, much time and 


skill has gone into the making of Roberta 
Flack's latest album, "Killing Me Softly" 
(Atlantic SD7271). 


The hlghpolnt of the album has to be 


the title song, one of the monster single 
hits of recent time. Yet the rest of the 
album forms a suitable setting for this 
gem. 


Miss Flack's voice together with some 


exquisite arrangements (most by her) 
yields superior pop music. There is just 
tho right touch of the blues, as in her 
now single "Jesse." Eumlr Dcodato ar- 
ranged the slow, mournful strings on tho 
song. 


Of the other songs, "The River" Is dis- 


tinctive with Its hammer-like rhythm and 
flowing guitar and horn lines (much like 
some of Ike Turner's work). "When You 
Smile" has a Dixie flavor and banjo and 
there is a near 10-mlnutc version of 
Leonard Cohen's beautiful "Suzanne." 
And while I think the Cohen song suffers 
slightly from her vocal treatment, the 
abuse Is very slight and easily made up 
for by Deodato's swirling string arrange- 
ment. 


"Killing Mo Softly" is an excellent al- 


bum. 


A LITTLE KNOWN fact, however, is 


that a young, blue-eyed Callfornlan 
named Lori Llcbcrman was the first to 
record "Killing Me Softly." The song 
was written for her by her mentors, Nor- 
man Glmbcl and Charles Fox. 


Miss Llcbcrman deserves more atten- 


tion than she's been receiving. Hopefully, 
her second album, "Becoming" (Capitol 
ST11203), will bring some of that atten- 
tion. She has a very pleasing singing 
stylo and clear delivery, at times much 
llko Judy Collins'. The album itself has 
good arrangements and songs that range 
from the nice "I Go Along" and "No 
Way of Knowing" to the ho-hum "Song of 
the Seventies." 


I like her singing and I feel she can 


make It professionally, but I also think 
it's time for her to branch out a little. Of 
the 22 songs she's recorded, all but one 
has been written by Glmblc-Fox. This 
severely cuts down on the variety of her 
material and makes the second album 
sound much like the first. Truth Is that 
not every Gimblc-Flx composition Is a 
"Killing Me Softly."

I do not live across the street from that 


tank but I would estimate that I drive by 
it at least a half a dozen times a day, 
seven days a week. Therefore, I look at 
that tank approximately 42 times a week.

Ho should also know there Is ono 
placo whcro obscenity, as well as Its 
meaning can always be found: in tho dic- 
tionary. Let's sea what the final author- 
ity on tho meaning of words has to soy 
about obscenity. 


From tho American Heritage Dictiona- 


ry of tho English Language: "obscenity, 
1) Tho character or quality of being ob- 
scene. 2) Indecency, lowdness, or offen- 
sive in behavior, expression or appear- 
ance. .1) Something obscene, such as a 
word, act or expression." 


I doubt If those persons who arc so 


adept at assigning virtuous-sounding la- 
bels to evil things have ever read tho 
dictionary — much less tho Bible. If they 
had they would not bo calling obscenity 
by various other names such as: "get- 
ting down to tho nitty gritty," "being 
relevant," "adopting a life-style," "doing 
one's thing," etcetera.

. Laseke Disposal Company recently, cir- 
culated a full page article so that Arling- 
ton Heights citizens could obtain* the 
"facts" about the Garbage contracts. 
The Laseke Company entered a bU-.o'f 
$6.03. They said that they would be satis- 
fied with a 10 per cent earning rate even 
though most public utilities operated 
near 12 per cent This statement gives 
the readers the inference that Laseke op- 
erates like a public utility rather than a 
privately owned profit-oriented company. 


Later in the article, they acknowledged 


that they are willing to reduce their 
rates from $6.03 down to $5.10 which is a 
price reduction of 15*4 per cent! If Mr. 
Laseke is as public minded as he would 
lead us to believe, it is difficult to imag- 
ine that he could make only 10 per cent 
profit with a $6.03 contract and yet re- 
main in business at the $5.10 level. It 
seems that either the company was mak- 
ing an extremely generous level of profit 
at the original level or is so civic minded 
that they are willing to lose 5& per cent 
on every bit of business they do in the 
future. The service which residents re- 
ceive has been upheld by village pres- 
sure. My personal experience in dealing 
with Laseke Disposal Company ttould 
suggest thai the use of a different con- 
tractor for this service would be a wel- 
come relief for the residents and would 
prevent Laseke from making an unrea- 
sonable profit of $6.03 or losing 5% per 
cent at the $5.10 rate.

Waltons' Waite 'richer' 


How has the remarkable success of "The Waltons" 


changed the lire of actor Ralph Waite. who ponravs John 
Walton, ihc father? 


AFTER I ASKED the question, there was a long enough 


pause to make me think the phone connection between here 
and Hollywood—where Waite was on a break from "The 
Wallons" shooting-had gone bad. "Are you still there. 
Ralph?" 


"Oh. yes." the soft-voiced 


Waite answered. "I just wanted 
to think about the question a 
minute." He continued. "It's 
made me richer, in a variety of 
ways. Professionally, the entire 
cast has grown. All of us are 
working on sustaining and deep* 
ening of our 'Walton' characters. 
And the show's success has cer- 
tainly changed my financial situ- 
ation, in the sense that I'm more 
comfortable and now can spend some time doing many 
things I've wanted to do." 


ONE OF THOSE things is directing. Waite will direct 


several Walton episodes this year (including the Nov. 8 
show entitled "The Fawn"). In addition, he's now working 
on a political documentary, and hopes he can sell a re- 
cently-written dramatic script to a major studio or network. 


Now that Wulie's face and name are better known in the 


business than at any other time in his career, such opportu- 
nities come easier And while the 45-year-old actor admits 
to investigating all the avenues which may lead to bigger 
stardom, he says he has refused some offers. 


ON F. SUCH FINANCIALopportunity Waite has hedged 


on is TV commercials. "Yes. because of the show. I've been 
offered several commercial jobs, but I've turned them 
down. Perhaps I will eventually do some, but right now I 
feel a responsibility to The Waltons." 


Wuite quickly accepted the role of John Walton in 1972. 


fallowing a show business career which really didn't begin 
until 1961. It was then that he was hired as an understudy 
for the Broadway production of "The Balcony." 


PREVIOUS TO HIS acting start, the ruggedly-hand- 


some Waite had worked in a variety of church-oriented 
jobs, following a degree earned in theology at Yale and his 
ordination asa Presbyterian minister. 
• 
His Broadway exposure led him to a host of off-Broad- 


way productions, and eventually into movies, including 
parts in "Five Easy Pieces." "Chato's Land," and "Dime 
Box." 


"THERE'S A SIDE of the real me in John Walton." 


Waite claims, "but I don't think I'm as good or responsible 
as he is." But people do fee! an empathy with the character, 
and Waite's fan mail proves it. "Most of my mail is from 
young children who need a father figure. And. I get a lot of 
letters from wives, who appreciate the warm interplay be- 
tween Michael Learned (Mrs. Walton) and me." 


Waite's own domestic situation is very unlike John Wal- 


ton's. Divorced, the actor's wife and two daughters, ages 16 
and 13. live in northern California where "they live close to 
nature, in the country." Waite resides alone in a beach 
home near Hollywood, where he enjoys reading and "just 
being by myself." While his kids visit him occasionally. 
Watte says his success with "The Waltons" hasn't radically 
changed their lives. 


"I don't think they watch much TV." he says. "They're 


really not too impressed by the whole scene."

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First step to municipal department 
Vernon fire officials won't 
oppose disannexation move

Official* of the Vernon Township Rural 


Piro Protection District said they would 
not "In concept" oppose a move by Buf- 
falo Grove to dlsannex from their district 
as a "Stcpplngstone" to a municipal fire 
department. 


Al present, homes north of Checker 


Road ore served by the Long Grove Rur- 
al Fire Protection District, while the re- 
maining homes tire served by the Buffalo 
Grove Fire Department Inc., which Is 
employed by the Wheeling Township 
Rural Fire Protection District. 


Although there arc no homes in the 


Vernon district, It does cover a substan- 
tial portion of o proposed Industrial area 
that was recently annexed lo the village. 


A special committee which Is studying 


steps toward the formation of a munici- 
pal department plans to recommend the 
Ullage dlsnnnex from the Long Grove 
ami Vernon districts Into the Wheeling 
dhtrict. thai putting the entire village 
under one lire department. 


TIIK LONG OKOVE district has said it 


uill not oppose disannexation to form a 
municipal department, but will resist at- 
tempts to give Its nrcii to the Wheeling 
district. Village officials have said al- 
though they Mould prefer forming n mu- 
nicipal department right away, it Is not 
financially feasible. Village Mgr. Daniel 
Larson said It will be at least two years 
before the village will have tax revenues 
adequate to support a department. 


Don Warner, a trustee of the Vernon 


district told the committee Wednesday 
night ha does not object to the concept of 
disannoxlng, but will hnvo to study the 
effect It would have n his district before 
making a commitment. "We're not going 
to fight progress unless it hurts us," he 
said. 


Before making n commitment. Warner 


•talil he will consider how much lax reve- 
nue will be lost lo his district If the area 
li clhanncxed. 


Truitce Kdward Osmon. chairman of 


the committee, said the loss of tax reve- 
nue would be minimal at the present 
time because the land Is undeveloped. If 
the land wore developed, the tax revenue 
gcncnildl by the area would be more 
substantial. Oimon said.

Winter said It would be wise to switch 
fire districts before Vernon purchases 
equipment or constructs a fire station to 
protect the area. Even If the area does 
not go to the Wheeling district now, it 
will ultimately become part of a munici- 
pal department and would be lost any- 
way, he said. 


Committee members ssald If a referen- 


dum putting (he village under one de- 
partment Is successful, they will recom- 
mend the village make transfer to the 
Wheeling district a condition of all future 
village annexations. Thus, the village 
would remain under one department and 
would never be faced with the same situ- 
ation that now exists. 


The committee said the reason they 


will recommend putting the entire vil- 
lage under the Wheeling district is be- 
cause the village has been offered "an 
attraclvc package" by the district. 


TUB WHEELING district has said it 


will protect the additional area until the 
village can afford a municipal depart- 
ment. When the village decides to make 
the switch, district officials said all 
equipment and facilities being used, to 
protect the area will be turned over' to 
the village. 
• The only cost to the village would be 
outstanding debts for vehicles, fire sta- 
tions and equipment. 


In addition to bringing the village un- 


der one fire department, a transfer to 
the Wheeling district would guarantee 
paramedic service to all residents. At 
present, Long Grove has one trained 
paramedic, but no paramedic equipment. 
In order to have a recognized paramedic 
program, the department must be able to 
guarantee paramedic service 24 hours a 
day. 


ACCORDING TO the Illinois Rating 


and Inspection bureau, which evaluates 
fire departments for insurance 
com- 


panies, the Wheeling district has the 
manpower and equipment right now to 
cover the entire village. "To have two 
fire districts servicing an area that could 
be served by one department is a dupli- 
cation 
of 
manpower," 
Winter said 


recently. 


Osmon said the committee plans to 


make its recommendations to the village 
board within the next several weeks. 
Committee members hope to have a ref- 
erendum on their proposal by Jan. 1, 
1974. The referendum to dlsannex from 
the Long Grove and Vernon districts, 
into the Wheeling district would need a 
majority of those voting In the affected 
area.

Construction is expected to begin In 


about a week on SI.II million In additions 
to the three Dist. 21 junior high schools. 


The additions will provide extra class- 


rooms besides accommodating new voc- 
ational education programs at Cooper, 
London and Holmes junior high schools. 


The contract for the work to be done 


this year was awarded two weeks ago to 
the Walson Construction Co. The Dist. 21 
school board last night was scheduled to 
sign the agreement. 


The construction of the junior high ad- 


ditions will be financed with funds remain 
Ing from the 1070 Dist. 21 referendum and 
money from the special education levy. 
The referendum was to purchase sites 
for Irving and Stevenson schools, both 
completed this year, and to construct the 
vocational education wings at the junior 
high schools. 


BECAUSE DOTH the Irving and Ste- 


venson sites were donated to the district, 
about $300,000 in referendum funds re- 
mains unused. 


The special education monies may be 


used for the junior high additions be- 
cause the new wings will Include some 
classrooms for special education stu- 
dents. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill yesterday 


said next September is still the turret 


date for completion of the junior high ad- 
ditions, although It may not be possible 
to entirely finish the job by the time 
school opens. 


School officials have put a priority on 


completing 
the 
vocational education 


wings before the extra classrooms except 
perhaps at Cooper Junior High. The new 
rooms will not be especially needed at 
London and Holmes, but Cooper may re- 
quire the added space, Gill said.

U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wold- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldhelm acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-firs 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdcl Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil ind give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


was non-commltol in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council are United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austra- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the IS-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there are no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable of an- 
nihilating humanity. We, both of us, 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possiblity the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for sucli a 


peace "are quite promising" and "sn 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

Tivo Dundee 
Road lanes 
paved soon 


Barring severe weather and problems 


in obtaining cement, workmen should 
complete repaying of two lanes of Dun- 
dee Road through Wheeling, Buffalo 
Grove and Arlington Heights by winter, 
state officials said yesterday. 


Al Sifrer, project engineer for the Illi- 


nois Division of Highways, said paving of 
the road is scheduled to begin next week. 
He said workmen are installing the sub- 
base and will begin pouring concrete pro- 
viding It can be obtained. There is cur- 
rently a shortage of cement which could 
delay construction, he said. 


Sifrer said he is hopeful the cement 


can be obtained and that good weather 
will continue. "If the weather holds up 
and if we can get cement there should be 
no problems getting two lanes in by win- 
ter," he said. 


The project consists of widening the 


road to four lanes between Elmhurst 
Road and Rtc. 53. 


Once paving starts, Sifrer said the 


state plans to close several streets;in 
Wheeling and Buffalo Grove that Inter- 
sect Dundee Road. Sifrer said clsoing the 
streets will prevent hazardous inter- 
sections Dial would result from leaving 
them unpavcd, he said. 
; 


Sifrer said each street will be closed 


for three to four days after workmen 
reach the intersections. The streets must 
be closed for a period of time to allow 
the concrete to "cure," he said. 


In Buffalo Grove, Golfview Terrace, 


Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 
roads will be closed on the north side of 
Dundee Road. 


The streets in Wheeling that will be 


closed are Cedar Drive on the north side 
and Redwood Trail, schoenbcck Road 
and Laurel Trail on the south side. 


In Wheeling, the road will be paved on 


the north side up to the bridge at Jack 
London Junior High School and then on 
the south side into Buffalo Grove nml Ar- 
lington Heights. Paving will begin at

V-formatlon from southeast to north- 
west," he said. The lights did not blink 
nor was there any noise that would have 
come from an aircraft, he said. 


"I thought it might have been a plane 


at first, but I knew It wasn't when I went 
outside to take a closer look." 


He said no sooner hod the first "thing" 


disappeared when he noticed a second 
V-shaped series of lights pop out over the 
horizon. 


"I had no idea how high up they were, 


or how fast they were moving," he said. 
After peering Incredulously at the second 
UFO, Schcsklc notified police. 


"I had skepticism about all these re- 


ported sightings too, until I had this ex- 
perience myself," he said. "If it was a 
hoax, it was very well perpetrated."

hard stand against the directors and offi- 
cers of the East Maine Teacher's union 
— the board is investigating the possible 
dismissal of union leaders for encour- 
aging a "Chalk Dust Flu" day and a pos- 
sible lawsuit for encouraging the truancy 
of children. 


A resolution was introduced that calls 


for the board's attorney to prepare let- 
ters of reprimand for officers and direc- 
tors of the EMEA and to investigate 
grounds for dismissal for "encouraging, 
conspiring and promoting" a withholding 
of services. 


The resolution was introduced by 


Board Member John DiPrima in re- 
sponse to yesterday's "sick day." More 
than' 40 per cent of the districts' 325 
teachers reported sick. 


Board Member Wllllan Allen called 


teachers' actions "blatantly irrespon- 
sible" citing Washington School where 
more than 400 students were left in the 
charge of four people. 


Voting for the resolution were board 


members Arlene Nidetz, DIPrlma and 
Allen and Board Prcs. Irene Luck. Board 
member Larry Rciss opposed the action 
saying the board's main concern should 
be "to get to the matter at hand — nego- 
tiations." 


"I DON'T OPPOSE this motion, but at 


this time cooler heads might prevail," 
Relss said. "There's plenty of time later 
for reprisals and reprimands." 


Reiss called for "concentrated efforts" 


in negotiations, noting that the negotia- 
tors for the board and teachers have not 
met since Tuesday. The East Maine Edu- 
cation Association announced Wednesday 
that teachers will strike Monday if no 
settlement is reached in the 13-month 
contract dispute. 


DiPrima said the board has made ev-

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U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waid- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldheim acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the ccasc-fiic 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "In- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdcl Mcguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N.- forces on its soil ind give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tckoali 


was non-commltnl in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council are United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austra- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N, emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there arc no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral Introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, eacli 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable of an- 
nihilating humanity. We, both of us, 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possibllty the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "en 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

estimate how many persons either op- 
posed or supported President Nixon's 
move, he said "a relatively few number 
of messages" expressed support for the 
President. 


YOUNG'S VARIOUS offices received 


messages from about 300 persons. Many 
expressed disapproval of Nixon's actions 
or called for his impeachment. 


However, the spokesman said the re- 


sponse to Nixon's action tapered off con- 
siderably since the President had an- 
nounced lie would release the tapes. 


"Some persons called back to ask their 


initial rcponsc for impeachment be 
changed since the president has released 
the tapes," the spokesman said.

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New Oakton bid 
for registered 
nurse training 


Students from Oakton Community Col- 


lege may bo nblo to take a registered 
nuralng course offered by Harper College 
on Oakton's campus next year. 


The board of trustees Tuesday night 


agreed to ask neighboring colleges — 
Harper, Triton, and Mayfalr-to form a 
cooperative registered nursing program 
with Oakton. Although the course would 
bo taught at Oakton to Oakton students, 
tho teacher would bo on the staff of an- 
other college, students would get credit 
from tho other college, and Oakton would 
pay for the services. 


Last May tho Illinois Community Col- 


lege Board denied approval of a regis- 
tered nuslng program at Oakton, saying 
the program was not needed. Oakton offi- 
cials claim they have at least 100 stu- 
dents who would enroll In tho program if 
thocolloga offered it. 


WHEN OAKTON students apply for ad- 


mission to nursing programs at other 
community colleges they arc turned 
away because residents of the college 
districts are given first priority and 
classes am already filled, Oakton officials 
say. At least one college, Harper, has a 
waiting list, with more than 100 names of 
students In tho district who want to en- 
roll. 


One student from Oakton's district ap- 


peared before tho Oakton board Tuesday 
night asking what she could do to get 
admitted to a registered nursing pro- 
gram. 


Trustee Vlvan Medak suggested a let- 


ter writing campaign to state legislators. 
Oakton's dean of vocational programs, 
Kathleen Arris, agreed that It would bo 
the "most effective route to go" because 
the "roadblock Is tho Dcpt. of Registra- 
tion and Education board of nurse exam- 
iners," one of four state agencies that 
must approve the program before it Is 
sent to the Illinois Community College 
Board. 


MltS. ARNS SAID Triton College has 


agreed to admit some Oakton students to 
the registered nursing program there. 
Trustee Griffith MacDonald said tho col- 
lege should seek a cooperative agree- 
ment with all colleges in tho area and try 
to offer a program on Oakton's campus. 


Oakton's attorney Joseph Murphy of- 


fered three legal strategics that Gakton 
could use to get approval of a registered 
nursing program but said the chances of 
success are "quite bleak" because stu- 
dents have "no constitutional right to a 
higher education." 
He said "legal 


muscle" Is not the answer because the 
problem is "political" on the state level. 
He recommended that tho college try to 
get the law changed. 


The trustees agreed to bring tho mat- 


ter before the Illinois Community College 
Trustees Association to try to persuade 
other community colleges to offer a coop- 
erative program with Oakton, and to 
again seek the approval of tho Illinois 
Community College Board.

Oakton enrollment going one way-up 


Enrollment at Oaklon Community Col- 


lege Is about 22 per cent larger than a 
year ago and according to n report sub- 
mitted to tho college board of trustees 
Tuesday It will almost double In 1981 be- 
fore It begins to taper off. 


A total of 3,734 full-time and part-time 


students are enrolled at Oakton this fall, 
compared with 2,016 students last fall. 
Much of the Increase In enrollment 
comes from outsldo tho college's district, 
mainly tho North Shore which docs not 
have n community college. 


This fall, out-of-dlstrlct students com- 


prise 21 per cent of Oakton's enrollment, 
compared with IS per cent last fall and 
12 per cent two years ago. Of the 787 out- 
of-dlstrlct students enrolled at Oakton 
this fnll, almost 40 per cent live In 
Evanston. Glcnvclw and Wllmettc each 
contribute more than 10 per cent to Oak- 
ton's out-of-dlstrlct students.

THE ENROLLMENT projection fig- 


ures arc based on several assumptions — 
that Oakton's district will not increase In 
size, that the college will have additional 
space cither on a permanent campus or 
on the temporary campus to accom- 
modate enrollment Increases, that the 
percentage of high school students who 
go to college will remain stable, and that 
creation of a college on the North Shore 
will cause Oakton's out-of-dlstrlct enroll- 
ment to drop about 70 per cent. 


The college board also received a re- 


port Tuesday night on vocational pro- 
grams planned at Oakton for tho future. 
Next year the college would like to add 
three medical programs. Hotel-motel 
management and Insurance courses are 
aba planned because of the largo num- 
ber of hotels and Insurance companies in 
the college district. A law enforcement 
program may also be started because 
many students have said they would en- 
roll. 


O T H E R VOCATIONAL programs 


planned for tho next five years include

This fall about 22 per cent of the stu-

housing mix of single-family homes, quad 


romlnlums, apartment buildings and 
commercial firms. A total of 6,493 living 
units, with a population of about 13,000, 
would be built. 


At a meeting Wednesday between the 


developers and the village board, Camp- 
bell suggested a modification to the proj- 
ect which would take 80 acres from hous- 
ing use and develop them as an office 
am! research center. 


THE CONVERSION of 80 acres to of- 


flee use would reduce the number of liv- 
ing units to about 4,600. 


According to tentative figures pre- 


sented at the meeting, density with the 
modification would be reduced from the 
present 27.1 units per acre to about 17 
units per acre. 


Village board members Indicated after 


the meeting they expected to meet again 
with the developers to discuss other 
changes in the project, including possible 
further reductions in density. 


Several members of the village plan 


commission attended the meeting as ob- 
servers. Most of them said after the 
meeting that the proposed modification 
did not improve the plan. 


EARLIER THIS month, after months 


of study and review, the plan commis- 
sion recommended against the proposed 
protect, finding almost no good features 
in the proposal. 


Residents who attended the meeting 


also opposed the project and did not con- 
sider the modification suggested by the 
developers acceptable. 


Only Campbell, attorney Robert DILco- 


•nnrdl, and two developers, Joseph Arvid- 
son and Ted Szywala, attended the meet- 
ing. The other two developers Joseph Zlz- 
zo and Joseph and Jack Buttltta, of Bi/t- 
tlttn Land Trust, did not attend. 


Campbell said he did not know why

developers, if refused annexation to the 
village, would seek county zoning for the 
project.

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U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wald- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waidheim acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-flro 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
Ameiican forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdel Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil ind give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


was non-commltal in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution befote us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council are United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and tho'r ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Auatra- 


Ha, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the lS-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there are no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its o\vn, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise."

Pubs stamp their ideas on new law

Tho name of tho gamo Is "control" for 


tavern and liquor storo operators In tho 
four weeks slnco tho now Illinois liquor 
law went into effect. 


On Oct. l It became legal for 10-and-20- 


year-olds to purchase and consume beer 
and wlno In Illinois. Tho problem facing 
alcohol dispensers was one of separating 
tho beer and wlno crowd from those drink 
crs 21 and older and thus able to order 
all manner of libations. 


Tho bartender and clerk must be sure 


of what they're serving to whom. A mis- 
take can bo costly. A stiff fine and tho 
possibility of losing one's license is tho 
prlco for a mistake In pouring tho poison. 


TO PROTECT themselves and their 


livelihoods, tho sellers threatened to take 
extraordinary measures In branding the 
younger clientele. More than one bar* 
tender vowed to plnco n bright red "NO" 
on tho foreheads of tho 10-nml 20-year- 
olds to Insure against mistakes or at- 
tempts at deception. 


Thcso promises of branding and other 


measures did not come to pass. How- 
ever, tho owners have Instituted strict 
conrots on who may enter and who may 
enjoy what once inside. 


Butch McGulro's, Mount Prospect, was 


one spot prepared to stamp the heads of 


the younger patrons. Actually, they still 
are, but manager Bruco Wackelln, said 
they haven't had to yet. 


"Wo stnmp both hands or their fore- 


head with Indelible Ink. We give them a 
choice where It goes. So for they've all 
chosen the hands," he said. 


"IF WE FIND them trying to erase the 


stamp, out they go. It's the same thing • 
for switching drinks," he said. 


"We've had few real problems. But we 


don't have much to attract them, things 
like rock bands. I'd say our crowd's less 
than 10 per cent kids, but I shouldn't call 
them that. We appeal to the older more 
mature single crowd — tho 24 and 25 
year-olds," said Wackelln. 


Tim Clifford, owner of Durty Nellie's 


West Irish Pub, Palatine, agreed tho new 
drinkers have not created, problems. He 
credits tight control at the bar door and 
Inside coupled with younger drinkers self 
policing. 


"Their behavior Is good. If there are 


any problems wo bounce them for good. 
Wo don't want them In here. But most of 
them are acting responsibly," Clifford 
said. 


NELLIE'S ALSO stamps the hands of 


the l>ccr drinkers. He said anyone found 
erasing the mark Is barred from the tav- 
ern. 


"Business is up with the new law. I 


can see the difference. I'm happy with It 
as much as I con be. But, it's only half a 
law. I think if you're allowed to drink, 
you should be allowed to drink every- 
thing," he said. 


Jim Camps, manager of Haymakers, 


Palatine, echoed Clifford's feelings about 
the age division. 


"The state of Illinois should get out of 


the stone age and pass a law so they can 
drink everything. Florida and Georgia 
had the same law we do, and they both 
lowered the ago after four months. You'd 
think the stato would learn from their 
experience," Camps said. 


"It's a big market, and you take a high 


risk. A mistake can moan your license. 
We're aiming for the 19 to 25 crowd. But 
It's no big problem. They're nice kids 
and very cool. The 19-year-old has a lot 
on the ball these days," he said. 


LIQUOR STORE operators can take a 


little more time to screen their custom- 
ers than a bar packed wall-to-wall. Dob- 


by Dobkins, owner of World-Wide Li- 
quors in Palatine, keeps card files on his 
new customers. 


"We're extremely cautious. We have 


them fill out cards which we keep on file 
for reference. If there are any questions 
about the validity of their IDs, we won't 
sell to them. We won't accept traffic 
tickets cither. One ticket can make the 
rounds of friends," he said. 


Police throughout the area report they 


have few if any problems from the new 
law. Most departments contacted said 
the bars and stores arc policing them- 
selves adequately. 


There has apparently been no upsurge

"Their behavior is good. If there are 


any problems we bounce them for good. 
We don't want them in here. But most of 
them are acting responsibly," Clifford 
said.

U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wold- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean Is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldhelm acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-fits 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a repotted 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 


. Big Five powers from serving on the 
| emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdel Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
tlie U.N. forces on its soil incl give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


was non-commital In his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council arc United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austia- 


lio, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there arc no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral introduction 
by any great po\ver — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable of an- 
nihilating humanity. We, both of us, 
have a special duty to see to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possiblity the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "pn 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss."

of residents 


Population patterns and densities was 


by far the major concern of Palatine 
residents returning the 1973 Palatine citi- 
zen questionnaire. 


i More than 74 per cent of the residents 
returning their questionnaire listed popu- 
lation patterns and densities as a very 
important problem facing the village. 
The main concern was too many apart- 
ments, according to Robert Rudd, an ad- 
ministrative intern in the village. Only 
3.7 per cent of the respondents listed this 
as one of the least important problems 
facing the village. 
• 


Also ranking high as very important 


concerns of the respondents were region- 
al influences, 58 per cent; community 
services, 58 per cent; population growth, 
56 per cent; and social factors, 54 pier 
cent. 


THE HISTORICAL character of the 


village was listed as very important by 
only 12 per cent of the respondents. Rudd 
indicated historical character was more 
important to the respondents in the 65 
and over age bracket. 


Input from the questionnaires is being 


used in the preparation of the village's 
master plan. The village bad a 20 per 
cent return to the 7,200 questionaires it 
distributed. 


More than half of the respondents were 


between 30 and 45 years old and 91 per 
cent own their own residences. Thirty- 
two per cent of the respondents had lived 
or conducted business in Palatine for 
more than 10 years and only 20 per cent 
had been in the village for less than two 
years. Nearly 82 per cent of the respond- 
ents indicated they plan to stay at their 
present location and another G per cent 
indicated they plan to stay within the vil- 
lage. 


In response to questions about place of 


e m p l o y m e n t and means of trans- 
portation, 46 per cent of the respondents 
work outside the village in or near Chi- 
cago and 63 per cent drive their car 
alone to work. More than 22 per cent of 
the respondents indicated they use mass 
transportation. 


The respondents, 60 per cent of them, 


indicated their shopping and social activ- 
ities arc conducted in an area larger 
than the confines of the village.

Students briefed on self-defense tactics

"As soon as you're ready, we'll begin, 


the teacher said, and 60 chattering junior 
high school girls were suddenly quiet. 


For about an hour, the Palatine Hills 


Junior High School students listened 
silently, intent on the words of a dark- 
haired policeman as he talked about 
rape. 


The lecture, held earlier this week, 


was punctuated by occasional embar- 
rassed laughter. But even youthful em- 
barrassment didn't stop the girls from 
asking questions about a rapidly Increas- 
ing problem. 


The policeman, Palatine Patrolman 


Howard Wurster, emphasized defense. 
He showed the girls different holds and 
moves to use in case of attack. 


THE PRESENTATION is part of a 


three-week self-defense course being held 
for the first time at Palatine Hills. 
Though increasingly popular at the high 
school and college level, this is the first 
time Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
has Initiated a program at the junior 
high school level! 


"You never know when somebody can 


jump you," said Helene Silberman, a 
Palatine Hills gym teacher who helped 
originate the program. The other gym 
teacher who developed the course is car- 
ol Sutula. 


Miss Silberman said that at the junior 


high school level, the girls start to devel- 
op and become appealing to men. They 
also gain more personal freedom — thus 
more chances of being attacked, she 
added.

pointed edge of a twig against an eye. 
"Remember girls, this is your life at 
stake," he said. 


"THE MAIN THING is to remember to 


scream and yell to get attention," he 
said. He also suggested scratching an at- 
tacker's face — a means of identification 
for the courts. 


"Wait until he forgets one hand — one 


foot — then attack," he said. He sug- 
gested the girls use their femininity until 
the attacker makes a mistake. 


Miss Silberman said she hoped the pro- 


gram will help the girls defend them- 
selves. "Half of the effectiveness is sur- 
prise," she said. Girls typically faint, 
scream or cry when attacked. A kick or 
punch may surprise the attacker enough 
to let the girls escape, she said.

THE DISTRICTS have been Involved 


in a court battle over taking control of 
the $69 million industrial park located 
northwest of the Arlington Park Race 
Track, but Rolling Meadous district Di- 
rector Steve Person said yesterday his 
board is not likely to agree to the ex- 
change. 


"We feel that property (the industrial 


park) Is ours and we need that assessed 
valuation," Person said. "The 
board

The industrial park accounts for 9 per 


cent of the total yearly revenue for the 
Rolling Meadows district. 


In commenting on the Countryside dis- 


trict, however, Persons said the Rolling 
Meadows Pork Board is still "very much 
interested" In annexing the property.

has to sit down and decide what they 
want," DeVos said.

U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N, Secretary General Kurt Wald- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean Is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldheim acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-fire 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big -Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdcl Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil ind give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


was non-commital in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council are United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austra- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there are no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable of an- 
nihilating humanity. We, both of us, 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possiblity tlic 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "en 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

"As soon as you're ready, we'll begin, 


the teacher said, and 60 chattering junior 
high school girls were suddenly quiet. 


For about an hour, the Palatine Hills 


Junior High School students listened 
silently, Intent on the words of a dark- 
haired policeman as he talked about 
rape. 
•* 


Tho lecture, held earlier this week, 


was punctuated by occasional embar- 
rassed laughter. But even youthful em- 
barrassment didn't stop the girls from 
asking questions about a rapidly increas- 
ing problem. 


The policeman, Palatine Patrolman 


Howard Wurster, emphasized defense. 
He showed the girls different holds and 
moves to use in case of attack. 


THE PRESENTATION is part of a 


three-week self-defense course being held 
for the first time at Palatine Hills. 
Though increasingly popular at the high 
school and college level, this is the first 
time Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 
has initiated a program at the junior 
high school level. 


"You never know when somebody can 


jump you," said Helene Silberman, a 
Palatine Hills gym teacher who helped 
originate the program. The other gym 
teacher who developed the course is car- 
ol Sutula. 


Miss Silberman said that at the junior 


high school level, the girls start to devel- 
op and become appealing to men. They 
also gain more personal freedom — thus 
more chances of being attacked, she 
added. 


The course ranges from advice on how 


to avoid confrontations to practicing 
kicks. Wurster's presentation was basic- 
ally an overview of the program, Miss 
Silberman said. 


WURSTER ADVISED attacking eyes, 


throat and groin areas. "When you're 
talking rape, talking attack, it's your life 
that's at stake," Wurster said. 


He pointed out that rape causes not 


only physical problems but mental ones 
as well. The girls, several of whom 
looked mature enough to be mistaken for 
their teachers, listened gravely. 


"Bite," he said. "Use your teeth — 


they're weapons." He advised against 
taking a big bite. "Get just a little hunk 


of skin; that's what hurts," Wurster said. 


The girls looked a little sick when he 


told them to break fingers or use the 
pointed edge of a twig against an eye. 
"Remember girls, this Is your life at 
stake," he said. 


"THE MAIN THING is to remember to 


scream and yell to get attention," he 
said. He also suggested scratching an at- 
tacker's face — a means of Identification 
for the courts. 


"Wait until he forgets one hand — one 


foot-— then attack," he said. He sug- 
gested the girls use their femininity until 
the attacker makes a mistake. 


Miss Silberman said she hoped the pro- 


gram will help the girls defend them- 
selves. "Half of the effectiveness is sur- 
prise," she said. Girls typically faint, 
scream or cry when attacked. A kick or 
punch may surprise the attacker enough 
to let the girls escape, she said.

U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wald- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldheim acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-fit a 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdel Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil ind give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israel! Ambassador Yosef Tckoah 


was non-commital in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council arc United Stales, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of. Austra- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there are no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral intiodtiction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatcu'r 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable of an- 
nihilating humanity. We, both of us, 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possibllty the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "en 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

Leaf burning 
illegal, health 
officer warns 


Residents in Schaumburg, Hoffman Es- 


tates and other Cook County commu- 
nities are free to turn over a new leaf 
this fall ... as long as they don't burn 
them. 


"Leaf burning Is definitely not allowed 


in Schaumburg," said Robert Grossman, 
public health officer. The same is true In 
Hoffman Estates, county officials said. 


Recent passage of Illinois House Bill 


14, which transferred authority for regu- 
lating the practice of leaf burning to lo- 
cal governmental units, has caused a tor- 
rent of confusion for the Cook County De- 
partment of Environmental Control. 


Schaumburg's department of environ- 


mental health has received a number of 
telephone calls from confused citizens. 


"Many misconceptions have arisen 


here because the state law does not ap- 
ply to the City of Chicago or local 
agencies, such as tho county which have 
their own prohibitive ordinances," said 
Ed Wojcieckowski, an engineer with the 
county department. 


He said at one time both the state and 


county banned leaf burning but pointed 
out that all the new law has done is pass 
the obligation for control along to munic- 
ipalities.

It's 'neiv math9 again-but for teachers

It's "new math" all over again. Only 


this time It Is the teaching method and 
not the subject matter that's new. 


First and second graders at Falrvicw 


School In Mount Prospect arc being 
taught math under a new program. It 
allows n lonelier to Identify quickly each 
student's problem areas and a student to 
Icnrn at his own rate without being held 
buck by the rest of the class. 


The program, being used In Majorlc 


Van Dyke's and Joanne Youtc's second 
grade classes and Patricia Slolarz' first 
grade class, Is the Individualized Math- 
ematics System developed by Xerox 
Corp. 


The Important first step In the pro- 


gram Is a lest each student takes at the 
beginning of the school year. Normally, 
this placement test Is taken only by sec- 
ond graders, but since the program Is 
new third graders will take it too. 


FROM THIS TEST, the teacher can 


make a profile of the student's math 
skills. "You arc able to decide where his 
weakest areas arc," Mrs. Youle said. 
The test, as docs the course, covers 11 
mathematical areas. These are numer- 
ation (counting), addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, division, fractions, appli- 
cations (problems), money, time, mea- 
surement and geometry. 


The Initial test will Indicate also at 


which of the nine levels of difficulty the 
student's mastery of an area lies. A pre- 


test at that level will pinpoint the specif- 
ic skills in which a student requires more 
study. 


Mrs. Youlc, who heard about the pro- 


gram at a conference last year and sold 
the Dist. 57 School Board on the Idea of 
starting it at Falrvicw, said the only 
problem with the placement test is ex- 
plaining to the children that they arc not 
expected to get everything right. "I have 
to say to them 'don't cry,' " she said. 


Once testing is complete, there Is a 


whole set of pre-tests, exercises and tests 
for each skill In each area at each level 
of difficulty. Students have folders in 
which they keep their test results and 
profiles. Mrs. Youle checks off on the

U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Waid- 


helm Thursday ordered troops of 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldheim acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-fire 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdel Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil ind give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yoscf Tckoah 


was non-commital in his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council arc United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All arc nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austra- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there arc no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said: 


"The United States is even more 


opposed to the unilateral introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable of an- 
nihilating humanity. We, both of us. 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
are 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possibility the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "en 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

State ivarns 
parks about 
pool defects

State health department officials may 


not allow the Prospect Heights Park Dis- 
trict, to open its Lions Park Pool next 
year. 


A letter from Vcrdum Rudolf, Bu- 


reau of Environmental Health chief, list- 
ing eight deficiencies or areas of concern 
about the pool has been sent to the park 
district. The park district had invited a 
state inspeciton of the pool as part of its 
r e v a m p i n g of the district's com- 
prehensive plan. 


Part of that plan update includes a 


close look at the pool situation mainly 
because of its age, Park Director Ron 
Greenbcrg said. 


That close look has now apparently 


become mandatory. Randolph's letterjin- 
structs the park district to have a second 
state inspection of the pool before! it 
opens for the 1974 season. 
• 


A Bureau Of Environmental Health en- 


gineer, contacted yesterday, said the let- 
ter means the pool cannot be reopened 
until state approval is obtained. 
, 


THE LETTER'S eight points arc broad 


statements and Greenbcrg said lie hopes 
to meet with state officials to get a more 
specific idea of what has to be done. "We 
may find we can get away with very 
little (repair) work," Greenbcrg said. * 


Some of the eight points were that the 


district should repair the deck area, 
repaint the gutters, check the time 
needed to refill the pool and install a 
flow rate meter, and repair the shower 
rooms. 


"The pool is a major facility," Green- 


berg said. "The park board is committed 
to keeping major facilities open." 


Greenberg added that he thinks repairs 


could be made in time for the pool open- 
ing next year, but said he would not say 
one way or the other whether the pool 
will be able to pass a second state in- 
spection. 


THE SAFETY of the water itself was 


stressed by Greenberg. "The water is 
bactcriologically safe. The water is clean 
I'm not ashamed to show anyone the re- 
sults of our water quality samples." 


Park District Comr. William Kuhns 


this week said, "There's a possibility the 
pool won't be able to open next year." 
He also said there was a good chance 
that if the pool has to be repaired there 
would be a referendum required. Last 
week the Herald learned the park board 
has tentatively discussed a referendum 
that could be in a range of $500,000 to 
$1.3 million.

complained of the practice, that It is un- 
sightly and In some cases hazardous. 


The dealers, Increasingly sensitive to 


competition coming from new "automo- 
bile rows " on Golf and Rand roads, see 
the loss of parkway parking as just one 
more thing that will make doing business 
more difficult. 


Six dealers reacted strongly Wednes- 


day night to committee suggestions that 
the village ordinance prohibiting parking 
on (he parkways may soon be brought 
down upon them. 


"AHUNOTON HEIGHTS dealers arc 


fighting for survival," said Mark Heller 
of Mark Motors, 2020 E. Northwest Hwy. 
"One way to make It tougher is to tell 
the customers there's no place for you. 
Go to Golf Rod. Go to Rand Road. Go to 
Wheeling. Go anywhere but to Arlington 
Heights." 


The actual number of cars parking on 


parkways around the dealerships Is rela- 
tively small, a total of 30 to 60 cars. 


But the dealers say the use of the park- 


ways Is Important for a variety of differ- 
ent reasons — parking for service cars, 
customer parking, moving cars In and 
out of showrooms, used car lots and tem- 
porary storage of new cars. 


Buried near home 


AUTOMOBILE dealers arc a major 


source of sales tax revenue for Arlington 
Heights. Last year, according to chamber 
of commerce figures they had a com- 
bined soles total of $34 million Local 
sales tax Is one per cent of gross sales. 


"The auto dealers arc always the tar- 


get," .said Peter Roto, of Roto Lincoln 
Mcrcry, 1410 E. Northwest Hwy. "and 
were the ones that generate the reve- 
nue." 


Roto, like most of the other dealers, 


said he was living with a location that 
was too small for the volume of cars he 
Is handling today. He said he has plans 
to build a new showroom on Rand Road 
In Arlington Heights, but until that Is 
done, there is going to continue to be a 
space problem. 


Village Mgr. L.A. Hanson took an un- 


characteristically partisan position in 
siding with the dealers. 


"TRUSTEES HAVE to decide whether 


they want commerce In the community. 
None of the dealers infringe upon resi- 
dential neighborhoods, they're all on 
Northwest Highway. This has been going 
on for the 15 years that I've been here 
and I can't see that it has hurt anyone's 
living or the growth of the town," Han- 
son said. 


He called the parkway parking issue 


"nit picking" and suggested that "there 
arc bigger things this board should be 
doing." 


"I normally don't speak this long and 


loud, but as the manager, this is how I 
feel," Hanson said. 


Trustee Alice Harms said eliminating 


parkway parking was needed In order to 
improve the appearance of Arlington 
Heights' front door, Northwest Highway. 
She cited efforts by the Arlington Beau- 
tificatlon Council and said that a better 
environment was something many resi- 
dents are beginning to expect In Arlington 
Heights.

He recently had agreed to lease 65 acres 
of the 110-acre homesltc to the prospec- 
tive developers of a multl-mllllon-dollar 
hotel and convention complex known as 
the Chicago-O'Harc International Trade 
Center.

U.N. sends 
peace team 
to Mideast

U.N. Secretary General Kurt Wald- 


heim Thursday ordered troops ot 
Austria, Finland and Sweden to pro- 
ceed immediately to Egypt as the 
first contingents of the newly-author- 
ized U.N. Middle East peacekeeping 
force. 


The troops were serving with the 


U.N. force on the Mediterranean is- 
land of Cyprus and went to Egypt 
from there. 


Waldheim acted less than three 


hours after the U.N. Security Council 
voted 14-0, with China refusing to 
vote, to create a Middle East emer- 
gency force to police the cease-fiva 
between Israel and the Arabs. 


The council, yielding to U.S. pres- 


sure backed by a worldwide alert of 
American forces against a reported 
threat by the Soviet Union to unilat- 
erally dispatch troops to the Mideast, 
specifically barred any military con- 
tingents from any of the so-called 
Big Five powers from serving on the 
emergency forces. 


The Soviet delegation backed down 


from its position that Russian troops 
be part of the U.N. force after Secre- 
tary of State Henry A. Kissinger, in 
a W a s h i n g t o n news conference, 
warned the Russians that their "in- 
credible" proposal to send in troops 
could bring a confrontation that 
would threaten all mankind. 


Egyptian Ambassador A. Esmat 


Abdel Meguid announced in the Se- 
curity Council that it would accept 
the U.N. forces on its soil and give 
them all cooperation. There was sim- 
ilar acceptance from Syria. 


Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 


was non-commital In his response 
but did say his government was "ex- 
amining the resolution before us." 


The five permanent members of the 


council are United States, Soviet 
Union, China, France and Britain. 
All are nuclear powers, and their ex- 
clusion represented a victory for U.S. 
diplomacy over Egypt's demand that 
Moscow and Washington send troops. 


Sir Laurence Mclntyre of Austra- 


lia, president of the Security Council, 
adjourned the 15-nation group shortly 
before 5 p.m. Chicago time but warn- 
ed the members to be ready to meet 
on short notice again. He set no date. 


In his Thursday news conference, 


Kissinger warned the Russians that 
the United States would agree to a 
U.N. emergency force only "pro- 
vided that there'are no participants 
from the permanent members of the 
Security Council." 


Responding to reports that Moscow 


was considering sending its forces 


HENRY KISSINGER 


into the area on its own, Kissinger 
said:. 


"The United Stales is even more 


opposed to the unilateral introduction 
by any great power — especially any 
nuclear power of military force — 
into the Middle East in whatever 
guise." 


Kissinger said, "We possess, each 


of us, nuclear arsenals capable nf an- 
nihilating humanity. We. both of us, 
have a special duty to sec to it that 
confrontations 
arc 
kept 
within 


bounds that do not threaten civilized 
life." 


While conceding the possiblity the 


Russians might be taking advantage 
of U.S. domestic upheavals caused 
by Watergate, Kissinger warned the 
Russians against any attempt to 
"transplant great power rivalry in- 
to the Middle East" while the op- 
portunity for negotiating a lasting 
peace appeared better than it had 
in 25 years. 


He said the chances for such a 


peace "are quite promising" and "on 
opportunity that the great powers 
have no right to permit to miss." 


In the Middle East itself, there

Construction Is expected to begin in 


about a week on $1.8 million In additions 
to tho three Dlst. 21 Junior high schools. 


Tho additions will provide extra class-

Tho opening of tho new commuter sta- 


tion at Arlington Park Race Track has 
resulted In about a $300 monthly drop in 
parking revenue to tho village, according 
to Arlington Heights Finance Director 
Kenneth Bonder. 


Tho loss Is tho result of cars that were 


formerly parked In the village commuter 
lota now being left at Arlington Park. 


The daily parking fee Is tho same In 


both places, 50 cents, but at Arlington 
Park, the parking money goes to the 
race track. 


This year Arlington Heights expects to 


collect $102,000 in parking revenues, in- 
cluding $40,000 in parking fines. 


The $500-a-month decline Is due largely 


to a dropping off of cars in the village's 
far north lot along the railroad tracks, 
Bonder said. Most of the other closer-In 
commuter lots are remaining at or about 
their former level, he said. 


About 550 commuters now board trains 


nt Arlington Park and more than 300 
cars aro parked In the lot adjacent to the 
new depot. 


Bonder said tho money loss to the vil- 


lage was not hlghlly significant at this 
time. 


Arlington Park's commuter lot has 


room for more than 800 cars within short 
walking distance of the train station. 


Bus service expansion faces problems 


The president of Metron Systems Corp. 


says he is anxious to extend commuter 
bus service to the Surrey Ridge subdivi- 
sions, but equipment troubles may delay 
the move. 


Claude Lulsada, company president, 


said he may have to return two of the 
four buses he now has to a Waukegan 
firm that had been renting the 35-passen- 
ger vehicles to Metron. 


He would not elaborate on the details 


of the equipment problem other than to 
say that any delay would be temporary. 


"We're very anxious to start in Surrey 


Ridge because we have indications that 
there is a fair amount of interest there," 
he said. 


Metron now offers its bus service to 


and from the Arlington Heights train sta- 
tion to residents of Berkley Square, 
Northgate, Ivy Hill, Pinegate Manor and 
Windsor Woods Apartments. 


Luisada said he had immediate plans 


to look at other equipment which the 
company might acquire to replace the 
two rented buses.
